Age  and  the  Eye  of  the  Beholder 

The  Summer  2000  issue  of  Barnard  Maga- 
zine  featured  an  article  by  Judy  Mann  ’65, 
called  “Completing  the  Circle”  (Last 
Word),  about  attending  her  class  reunion. 
However,  the  most  controversial  and 
thought-provoking  paragraph  in  the  origi- 
nal July  7 Washington  Post  column  was  ex- 
purgated, censored,  removed. 

That  missing  paragraph — a gratuitous 
insult  hurled  at  the  Class  of  1960 — 
sparked  a controversy  with  deep  philo- 
sophical overtones.  How  do  we  each  face 
the  inevitable  problems  of  aging?  How 
much  importance  should  we  assign  to 
physical  fitness  and  appearance?  How  do 
we,  as  older  women,  deal  with  the  inher- 
ent age-based  biases  of  today’s  society? 

Here’s  what  your  readers  missed: 
“Lunch  brought  some  shocks.  ‘Class  of 
’60!’  Shades  [Judy’s  classmate]  said, 
pointing  to  a group.  ‘They  look  elderly!’ 
For  the  next  two  days,  she  was  fixated  on 
them.  ‘That’s  us  in  five  years!  I’m  not 
coming  back  five  years  from  now,  not  if  I 
look  like  that!”’ 

The  Class  of  ’60  response  to  the 
Washington  Post  column  was  swift  and  in- 
dignant, prompting  a second  column 
from  Mann,  aptly  titled  “Uncorking  a 
Fountain  of  Outrage.”  “To  say  that  ’60 
took  umbrage  is  to  trifle  with  the  mother 
of  all  understatements,”  she  wrote  in  the 
Post  June  16.  “Sixty  waxed  wroth  until 
wroth  sparkled.  Sixty  wrote  in  waspish 
indignation,  e-mailed  in  towering  dud- 
geon and  left  phone  messages  prickling 
with  pique.” 

Lucille  Pollack  Nieporent  ’60,  among 
others,  took  up  the  gauntlet,  writing  back 
to  Mann:  “It’s  bad  enough  when  others 
do  it,  but  when  women  subject  them- 
selves to  age  discrimination,  it  is  inde- 
scribably sad. 

“I  am  one  of  the  ‘elderly’  women  of 
the  class  of  1960  your  friend  Shades  was 
‘fixated’  on.. ..I  wasn’t  at  all  shocked  by 
the  fact  that  women  whose  minds  have 
remained  supple  are  not  exempt  from  the 


laws  of  gravity.  Age  happens....lt  Shades 
is  so  frightened  of  getting  five  years 
older,  she  should  quit  right  now,  because 
aging  is  not  for  the  faint  of  heart.  No,  it 
requires  a toughness  and  resiliency  based 
on  being  able  to  overcome  and  look  past 
the  frailty  of  flesh.” 

Arguing  that  accomplishment  trumps 
looks,  Nieporent  wrote,  “If  Olympic 
Gold  medals  were  given  for  intellectual 
attainment,  our  class  would  have  a great 
many  medalists.. ..Had  Shades  come  to 
our  Friday  night  dinner,  she  would  have 
heard  two  beautiful,  dynamic  speakers, 
HBO  Executive  Vice  President  Sheila 
Nevins  and  high-ranking  Wall  Street 
analyst  Barbara  Goodstein,  talk  about 
their  experiences  rising  through  the  film 
business  and  the  world  of  finance.... At 
brunch  on  Reunion  Sunday,  she  would 
have  heard  the  renowned  writer 
Rosellen  Brown  read  to  us  from  Half  a 
Heart,  her  new,  acclaimed  novel.. ..And 
Betsy  Gotbaum,  who,  as  director  of  the 
New-York  Historical  Society,  breathed 
life  into  a nearly  defunct  entity  and  is 
now  a very  lively  candidate  for  Mark 
Green’s  Public  Advocate  post.  Of  course 
that  doesn’t  mention  all  the  attorneys, 
physicians,  educators,  businesswomen, 
and  other  creative,  vital,  amusing,  excit- 
ing— and,  yes,  damned  good-looking,  for 
the  most  part — members  of  the  class  of 
1960.  The  intellects  of  these  women 
were  and  always  will  be  exhilarating.” 

Moreover,  even  if  one  accepts  Shades’ 
superficial  view  of  our  class,  we  argue 
that  she  had  an  incomplete  sample.  “Our 
class  boasts  many  who  are  eminent,  ac- 
complished, and  attractive,”  Nieporent 
wrote.  “While  physical  change  is  in- 
evitable, for  many  of  us  it  has  been  an 
improvement.  Some  of  us  awkward,  too- 
fat  or  too-thin,  often  badly  put-together 
undergraduates  have  become  self-as- 
sured, well-tailored  and  coifed,  mature 
women.  Some  haven’t,  but  the  averages 
are  good. ...Flesh  fails  us— all  of  us — in 
the  end,  but  (continued  on  page  9) 
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‘DOING  SCIENCE’

I AM  PLEASED  TO  HAVE  this  opportunity  to  communicate 
with  our  alumnae  and  friends  while  President  Shapiro  is  away  on 
her  sabbatical.  As  I write  this  we  are  halfway  through  the  six 
months  I will  serve  as  Acting  President,  and  it  has  been  an  inter- 
esting challenge  to  date:  to  be  in  a place  you  know  well,  but  to 
learn  about  it  in  new  ways.  I am  very  grateful  for  the  help  of  my 
administrative  colleagues  who  provide  continuity  and  leader- 
ship, the  absolutely  terrific  staff  in  both  the  Office  of  the  Presi- 
dent and  Office  of  the  Provost  who  support  my  juggling  act,  and 
to  the  rest  of  the  Barnard  community  who  rally  me  on.  In  think- 
ing about  what  I might  say  in  this  issue,  I decided  to  return  to  my 
roots  as  a biologist  and  explore  with  you  one  of  Barnard’s  great 
strengths — the  teaching,  learning,  and  “doing”  of  science. 

You  have  probably  heard  the  quote  from  world-renowned 
chemist  Jacqueline  Barton  ’74  that  at  Barnard,  “Women  can  do 
science  and  do  it  well.”  This  has  been  the  case  for  a long  time. 
Emily  Gregory,  Barnard’s  first  professor,  for  whom  one  of  the 
College’s  annual  excellence  in  teaching  awards  is  named,  estab- 
lished a botany  department  in  the  1890s,  soon  after  the  College 
was  founded.  “Her  subject,”  according  to  A History  of  Barnard 
College,  “was  recognized  by  all  as  a fitting  one  for  young  ladies.” 
A chemistry  laboratory  was  set  up  not  long  after.  By  1905, 
Barnard  was  offering  a bachelor  of  science  degree,  which  re- 
quired a high  level  of  specialization  in  one  of  the  sciences.  (We 
now  offer  only  a Bachelor  of  Arts  degree;  students  can  major  in 
biological  sciences,  biopsychology,  chemistry,  biochemistry,  en- 
vironmental science,  environmental  biology,  mathematics,  ap- 
plied mathematics,  physics,  astronomy,  and  psychology.  Majors 
in  computer  science  and  statistics  can  be  taken  at  Columbia.) 

During  the  1950s,  Barnard  was  first  in  graduating  pre-med 
students,  and  today  the  College  is  highly  ranked  in  the  number 
of  graduates  who  go  on  to  earn  science  Ph.D.s  and  enter  med- 
ical school.  Between  25  and  30  percent  of  Barnard  students 
now  choose  to  major  in  the  sciences.  In  the  last  decade,  the 
number  of  science  internships  taken  each  year  by  our  students 
at  such  sites  as  Rockefeller  University,  Merck  Corporation,  and 
the  Environmental  Defense  Fund  has  also  grown  significantly. 

The  hallmark  of  science  education  at  Barnard  is  the  “doing” 
of  science,  and  every  Barnard  student  must  complete  two  se- 
mesters of  a laboratory  science  to  fulfill  the  College’s  General 
Education  Requirements.  When  we  revised  those  guidelines, 
which  went  into  effect  this  fall,  we  discussed  at  some  length  the 
possibility  of  changing  the  requirement  so  that  students  could 
take  courses  in  two  different  departments.  Faculty  members 


were  aware  that  some  students  become  discontented  with  the 
science  they  start  with,  and  might  like  the  option  to  change 
and  explore  a new  area.  But,  in  the  end,  we  felt  there  was  much 
more  to  gain  by  learning  one  subject  in  depth,  both  in  content 
and  methodology,  offering  a fuller  experience  of  what  scientific 
discovery  is  all  about.  We  decided  to  stay  with  the  existing 
structure,  maintaining  the  requirement  of  two  semesters  in  one 
science,  and  maintaining  a required  laboratory  component. 

Also — and  this  is  especially  important  for  an  institution 
committed  to  women — we  find  that  a number  of  students  make 
the  decision  to  major  in  a science  only  after  they  have  begun 
their  undergraduate  studies.  To  the  extent  possible,  we  set  up 
introductory  course  sequences  that  do  not  separate  students

into  major  versus  general  education/non-major  tracks.  Among 
the  advantages  of  women’s  colleges  is  that  we  tend  to  lose  few 
entering  science  majors  through  attrition  and  are  also  successful 
in  recruiting  science  majors  from  those  who  had  no  such  plans 
when  they  arrived  at  college. 

One  of  the  strongest  predictors  of  persistence  in  science  is 
the  availability  of  research  opportunities  for  students.  I like  to 
think  of  this  as  supporting  learning  through  discovery.  Statisti- 
cal studies  on  the  “science  pipeline”  tell  us  how  important 
hands-on  research  is.  I can  attest  to  it  based  on  my  own  experi- 
ence. I still  vividly  recall,  as  a junior  at  Wellesley,  pipetting  out 
for  the  first  time  the  precious  drops  of  tritiated  thymidine  that 
would  be  the  radioactive  tag  for  my  independent  study  on  re- 
generation in  Planaria.  I remember  poring  over  the  huge  com- 
puter print-outs  generated  by  the  college’s  mainframe  on  “my” 
data.  Experiences  like  these  are  powerful  motivators. 

At  Barnard,  research  is  incorporated  in  course  work  from  the 
introductory  level  through  the  major.  For  example,  physics  stu- 
dents have  been  engaged  in  research  projects  on  this  campus 
and  at  Columbia,  but  also  at  Fermi  Lab,  ATT-Bell  Labs,  the 
Hubble  Space  Telescope  Project,  at  Biosphere,  and  the  Woods 
Hole  Oceanographic  Institute.  This  past  spring,  Barnard  re- 
ceived a $1.1  million  renewal  of  our  grant  (continued  on  page  9)

this  fall,  the  college  welcomed  a new  gen- 
eration of  leaders  to  guide  the  full  continuum  of  a 
Barnard  experience — from  that  first  contact  as  a 
high  school  student  to  post-campus  days  as  an 
alumna.  Jennifer  Gill  Fondiller  ’88  has  been  ap- 
pointed Dean  of  Admissions,  while  upstairs  in  Mil- 
bank  Hall,  Roberta  Waterstone  Albert  ’92  is  the 
new  Director  of  Alumnae  Affairs. 

Both  women  join  fast-growing  departments 
that  are  tapping  the  latest  technologies  and  work- 
ing to  keep  pace  with  the  College’s  soaring  repu- 
tation. Barnard’s  applications  have  doubled  over 
the  past  decade,  and  last  year  there  were  3,910 
applicants  for  this  fall’s  entering  class  of  560 — the 
College’s  most  selective  ever,  with  an  admissions 
rate  of  36%. 

“Barnard  has  really  captured  some  wonderful 
students,”  says  Fondiller.  “We’re  now  competing 
with  the  Ivies.” 

Before  returning  to  Barnard,  Fondiller  served 
as  Director  of  Admissions  and  Associate  Dean  for 
Enrollment  Management  at  the  Eugene  Lang  Col- 
lege of  New  School  University.  She  replaces  Doris 
Davis,  who  was  largely  credited  with  increasing 
Barnard’s  stature  in  the  world  of  admissions  dur- 
ing her  ten  years  at  the  College. 

Fondiller,  who  majored  in  French,  took  many 
pre-med  courses,  and  is  currently  president  of  her 
class,  plans  to  use  her  own  experience  to  convey 
the  College’s  strengths  to  prospective  students. 
“Both  my  brothers  went  to  Columbia,  but  I want- 
ed to  be  in  a smaller  class,”  says  the  Fairfield, 
Connecticut,  native  who  attended  private  school 
in  New  Haven.  “I  didn’t  choose  Barnard  [specifi- 
cally] because  it  was  a women’s  college.  But  I rec- 
ognize the  real  difference,  especially  in  mentor- 
ship opportunities.  Friends  of  mine  who  were  at 
Columbia  didn’t  feel  that  they  were  part  of  a 
small  college.” 


Still,  Fondiller  knows  that  women’s  colleges — 
of  which  Barnard  is  the  most  sought-after  among 
high  school  students — present  a distinct  market- 
ing challenge.  “When  I’m  at  a college  fair,  people 
see  ‘women’s  college,’  and  they  keep  walking,” 
she  admits.  “In  some  ways,  Barnard  was  a very 
co-ed  experience,  and  part  of  my  job  is  redefining 
[prospective  students’]  perception.” 

Her  job,  she  says,  will  continue  even  after  those 
prospective  students  become  actual  students.  “I 
want  to  get  feedback  from  the  students,  to  hear 
about  their  satisfaction  with  the  College,  so  I can 
honestly  represent  the  Barnard  experience,” 
notes  Fondiller.  “One  of  my  goals  is  to  look  at 
that  first-year  experience  and  ask  whether  we  did 
a good  job.” 

Whether  on  campus  or  on  the  road,  Fondiller 
will  tout  the  College’s  many  selling  points,  includ- 
ing its  New  York  City  location  (“The  City  is  what 
you  make  of  it,  and  students  who  come  here  are 
independent  and  mature”);  wide-ranging  intern- 
ship program  with  “huge  opportunities”;  and 
track  record  of  success.  “The  accomplishments  of 
Barnard  students  and  Barnard  alumnae  are  aston- 
ishing,” says  Fondiller,  the  mother  of  two  daugh- 
ters, ages  3 and  I . “This  place  produces  incredibly 
successful  women.” 

Enter:  Roberta  Waterstone  Albert,  whose  job 
it  is  to  keep  those  women  connected  to  the  Col- 
lege and  each  other  after  they  graduate.  Albert, 
who  was  most  recently  a management  consultant 
with  the  AMS  Planning  and  Research  Corporation 
in  Petaluma,  California,  sees  communication  as  a 
big  part  of  her  mandate  at  Barnard. 

“I  love  the  College  and  believe  in  the  mission 
of  women’s  education,”  says  Albert,  who  holds  a 
master’s  degree  in  arts  administration  from 
Teachers  College.  “I  believe  in  women  helping 
women  learn  beyond  the  days  in  the  classroom.  I 
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would  like  to  build  upon  the  communication  net- 
work among  alumnae.” 

In  a sign  of  the  times,  Albert  herself  found  her 
new  job  through  Barnard’s  Website,  an  aspect  of 
alumnae  communications  that  she  plans  to  devel- 
op further,  as  more  and  more  women  log  on  to 
the  Internet  and  as  the  alumnae  body  grows  ever 
younger  (more  than  half  of  Barnard’s  alumnae 
have  graduated  since  1975).  She  hopes  to  get  the 
word  out  to  alumnae,  encouraging  them  to  visit 
the  Website  (www.barnard.edu)  to  register  for 
events,  sign  up  for  reunions,  update  contact  in- 


formation, and  generally  keep  up  with 
the  College  and  each  other. 

She  also  plans  more  alumnae  out- 
reach on  line.  “For  example,  if  an 
alumna  is  moving  to  another  city,  we 
should  be  able  to  connect  her  to 
Barnard  graduates  in  that  area  who 
can  contact  her  and  welcome  her,  in  a 
blend  of  the  old-fashioned  welcome 
wagon  and  new  technology,”  explains 
Albert,  who  replaces  Lisa  Cohen 
Liman  ’83  as  director. 

In  addition,  Albert  would  like  to  in- 
crease Barnard’s  network  of  mentor- 
ing programs  for  alumnae,  perhaps 
similar  to  a program  she  recently  co- 
founded in  California  (as  a Barnard 
volunteer,  before  assuming  her  new 
job).  “The  idea  would  be  to  have  a 
real  professional  mentorship,  of  six 
months  or  so,  to  help  women  enter  a 
field  or  change  their  careers,”  says  Al- 
bert, who  is  also  vice-president  of  her 
class.  “It  would  strengthen  alumnae 
ties  and  remind  people  how  powerful 
the  Barnard  connection  is,  how  power- 
ful women’s  connections  are.” 

And  in  a nod  to  her  new  counter- 
part in  Admissions,  Albert  says  she 
hopes  to  bring  together  incoming  stu- 
dents and  alumnae  right  away.  “One 
of  the  programmatic  ideas  I’m  inter- 
ested in  would  be  having  incoming 
Barnard  students  meet  with  alumnae 
the  summer  before  the  students  even 
arrive  on  campus,  so  they  get  the 
sense  that  this  is  a wonderful  place 
with  a wonderful  spirit.”

PORTRAIT  OF 
THE  SCIENTIST 

AS  A YOUNG 
WOMAN 


NOT  MANY  HIGH  school  students  would  give 
up  a sure  shot  at  medical  school  admission. 

But  newly  arrived  first-year  Emmanuelle  St. 
Jean  ’04  did  just  that.  She  spurned  New  York 
University’s  offer  of  a full  scholarship,  $5000 
stipend,  and  guaranteed  admission  to  its  med- 
ical school  in  order  to  enroll  at  Barnard.  “It 
came  down  to  NYU  and  Barnard,”  recalls  St. 
Jean,  who  plans  to  be  pre-med  and  major  in 
biology.  “It  came  down  to  class  size.  When  I 
walked  around  Barnard,  I liked  it.  NYU  wasn’t 
for  me.” 

Even  before  arriving  at  college,  St.  Jean 
earned  national  press.  A semi-finalist  in  the 
prestigious  Intel  science  competition  (formerly 
the  Westinghouse  competition)  for  high 
school  students,  St.  Jean  was  profiled  last 
spring  in  a New  York  Times  Magazine  cover 
story  about  high-achieving  young  scientists. 
The  daughter  of  Haitian  immigrants,  St.  Jean 
was  honored  for  her  research  project  on  dis- 
ease triggered  by  the  tst-tse  fly. 

With  her  impressive  record,  St.  Jean  had 
her  pick  of  many  colleges  and  scholarships, 
and  her  choice  of  Barnard,  in  some  respects, 
surprised  her.  A Brooklyn  native  and  a prod- 
uct of  Catholic  schools,  St.  Jean  admits  that 
she  had  been  reluctant  to  enroll  at  an  all- 
women’s college. 

“When  I was  14  and  15,  I said,  Tve  had 
enough  of  all-girls  schools,”’  she  confesses. 
“My  words  have  come  back  to  haunt  me.”

Barnard  has  long  been  celebrated  for  its

This  year,  the  English  department’s  creative 
writing  program  will  be  expanding,  strength- 
ening the  relationship  between  undergradu- 


ates and  the  professional  writers  who  teach  in 
the  program. 

This  year  writers  include  Jhumpa  Lahiri  ’89, 
who  recently  won  the  Pulitzer  Prize  for  her 
debut  collection  of  short  stories;  Caryl  Phillips, 
Henry  R.  Luce  Professor  of  Migration  and  So- 
cial Order  and  Professor  of  English;  Mary 
Gordon,  Millicent  C.  McIntosh  Professor  of 
Writing;  as  well  as  novelists  Susan  Thames, 
Peter  Carey,  and  others. 


“We  are  trying  this  year  to  be  more  colle- 
gial with  our  writing  adjuncts  and  students,” 
says  Timea  Szell  ‘75,  senior  lecturer  and  ad- 
ministrative director  of  the  creative  writing 
program,  which  is  a division  of  the  English  de- 
partment. “We’re  going  to  have  readings  for 
students  and  faculty  together,  once  or  twice  a 
semester,  and  work  on  more  interactive  pro- 
grams. It’s  more  formalized  and  structured 
than  it  had  been.”  — MR.

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Environmental  Science  BC3040y:  Environmental  Law,  Policy  and  Decision-making 


When  the  environmental  movement  started 
in  the  1 960s,  there  was  no  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  and  there  were  few  laws  to 
protect  the  environment.  In  the  past  three 
decades,  however,  Congress  has  passed  and 
amended  more  than  twenty  such  laws, 
including  the  Clean  Water  Act,  Clean  Air  Act 
and  Endangered  Species  Act. 

“Federal  laws  have  become  enormous,  and 
the  field  of  environmental  law  has  grown 
exponentially,”  says  Peter  Bower, 
Environmental  Science  senior  lecturer  who 
teaches  “Environmental  Law,  Policy  and 
Decision-making.” 

As  a result  of  the  field’s  fast-growing 
popularity,  “Environmental  Law,”  which  had 
been  taught  every  other  year,  will  now  be 
taught  yearly  beginning  this  spring. 

“The  biggest  thing  they  have  to  gain 
is  a working  vocabulary,”  Bower  says  of  his 
students.  “They  have  to  learn  that  legal 
language  is  very  specific,  and,  while  some  terms 
appear  to  be  those  you  would  use  in  ordinary 


conversation,  they  have  a different  meaning.” 

Bower  spends  the  first  half  of  the  semester 
familiarizing  the  students  with  the  language  of 
the  law,  the  court  system,  and  legal  research. 
Students  are  required  to  buy  a legal  dictionary, 
encouraged  to  consult  a medical  dictionary, 
and  are  given  recommendations  to  supplement 
their  textbook  and  a trade  book  that  follows  a 
single  case,  such  as  Justice  Downwind. 

A month  into  the  semester,  Bower  sends 
his  students  to  the  Columbia  Law  Library 
to  "Shepardize”  (trace  the  history  of)  any 
case  that  appears  in  their  textbook.  Students 
learn  more  about  trials,  appeals,  and 
precedent,  Bower  notes,  when  they  find 
the  information  themselves. 

“The  law  librarians  tell  us  that  these 
students  are  better  than  the  law  students  at 
using  the  library,”  Bower  says.  He  sees  the 
transformation  in  his  classroom,  as  students 
begin  to  use  legal  jargon  in  class  discussion. 

In  the  second  half  of  the  course,  the 
students  learn  about  common  (judge-made) 


law,  statutory  law,  and  administrative  law. 
Students  analyze  Sections  7 and  9 of  the 
Endangered  Species  Act,  scrutinizing  the 
roadblocks  Congress  incorporated  into  the 
act.  Laws  contain  a tremendous  amount  of 
terminology,  some  that  even  Congress  may 
not  define,  so  Bower  sends  his  students  back 
to  the  library  to  select  a particular  section 
of  a Federal  environmental  statute  and 
investigate  how  judges  have  interpreted  it. 

Bower  says  that  the  best  way  to  learn  is  to 
pick  apart  the  language  and  examine  it  in  detail. 
He  finds  this  knowledge  invaluable  for  all 
students,  even  those  who  have  no  interest  in 
practicing  law. 

“If  you  have  some  familiarity  with  the  law 
you  are  more  able  to  be  involved  during  a 
divorce  or  when  buying  a house,  for  example,” 
Bower  says.  “But  if  you  don't  have  some 
familiarity  with  the  law,  you  are  at  the  mercy  of 
someone  else.”

Judging  Juries 

Congratulations  to  Judge  Leila  Kern  ’62 
(Alumnae  Profiles,  Winter  2000).  I am  al- 
ways gratified  to  read  about  women  who 
have  gone  on  to  rewarding  careers  in  later 
life.  I suspect  the  percentage  of  Barnard 
graduates  who  do  so  is  higher  than  average. 

Be  that  as  it  may,  I must  respond  to 
Kern’s  observations  about  teaching  a jury 
the  law.  I have  just  completed  more  than 
three-months  of  service  on  a jury  in  a 
complex  and  distressing  murder  trial  in 
which  four  participants  in  a drive-by 
shooting  were  tried  at  the  same  time  in  a 
courtroom  designed  to  hold  four  separate 
juries. 

I am  sorry  to  disabuse  Judge  Kern,  but 
I am  not  “walking  out  and  saying  to  peo- 
ple [I]  know  the  system  works.”  I am  say- 
ing, “I  know  how  the  system  works,  and  1 
don’t  like  it.” 

Thanks  to  the  court’s  instructions,  I 
was  placed  in  the  agonizing  position  of 


acting  against  my  personal  sense  of  jus- 
tice, morality,  and  compassion.  The  jury 
was  advised  that  it  should  not  let  sympa- 
thy for  the  defendant  affect  the  dispas- 
sionate analysis  of  the  evidence.  Nor 
were  we  to  let  our  opinions  about  the  law 
interfere  with  applying  said  law  to  the 
facts  of  the  case.  Nor  were  we  to  consider 
the  age  of  the  defendant,  grants  of  immu- 
nity to  key  witnesses,  mandatory  sen- 
tencing requirements,  or  the  deplorable 
state  of  our  prison  system. 

If  a jury  is  not  permitted  to  consider 
these  factors,  why  have  a jury  at  all?  A 
jury  should  provide  a human  element  to 
temper  arbitrariness  in  the  law  and  to 
balance  the  specifics  of  the  case.  Because 
of  the  constraints  placed  on  my  jury,  a 
bewildered  teenage  immigrant,  already 
victimized  by  gangs  and  betrayed  by  his 
purported  friends,  will  likely  spend  the 
rest  of  his  life  in  a prison  system  where 
the  chances  of  rehabilitation  are  small 
and  of  further  victimization,  great. 

The  only  good  that  can  come  of  this 
juror’s  experience  is  that  she,  like  Judge 
Kern,  may  embark  on  a new  career  dedi- 
cated to  helping  victims  of  arbitrary  leg- 
islation and  a sometimes  unfair  judicial 
system.

PRESIDENT’S  PAGE  (continued  from  page  3) 
from  the  Howard  Hughes  Medical  Insti- 
tute, the  nation’s  largest  private  backer 
of  science  education,  to  fund  in-depth 
work  like  this.  The  Hughes  grant  en- 
hances science  curriculum  in  other  ways, 
allowing  us  to  set  up  a lecture  series  that 
brings  distinguished  women  in  science  to 
campus,  enriching  courses  with  state-of- 
the-art  technology,  and  supporting  the 
Intercollegiate  Partnership  Program,  our 
outreach  program  for  talented  communi- 
ty college  students. 

Over  the  last  few  years,  to  maintain 
Barnard’s  high  level  of  science  instruc- 
tion and  research,  renovating  and  updat- 
ing our  science  facilities  has  been  a high 
priority.  We  have  made  important  im- 
provements in  our  environmental  science 
and  psychology  laboratories,  incorporat- 
ing the  latest  technologies.  The  students 
and  faculty  are  very  excited  to  have  new 
equipment  and  new  surroundings  con- 
ducive to  their  work.  We  recently  com- 
pleted our  state-of-the-art  Arthur  Ross 
Greenhouse,  continuing  the  research 
begun  a century  ago  by  Emily  Gregory. 
We  have  also  won  grants  to  develop  new 
courses  in  Materials  Science,  and  have 
successfully  piloted  interdisciplinary  semi- 
nars on  Science  and  Public  Policy,  team- 
ing scientists  with  sociologists  and  econo- 
mists to  study,  for  example,  the  intersec- 
tions of  genetics  with  agriculture,  global 
markets,  and  medical  ethics. 

Our  fundamental  aim  in  science  edu- 
cation is  spelled  out  in  the  Barnard  cata- 
logue: To  develop  intellectual  curiosity 
about  the  natural  world  and  the  processes  of 
scientific  experimentation;  to  convey  an  un- 
derstanding of  what  is  known  or  can  be 
known  about  the  natural  world;  to  introduce 
basic  methods  of  analyzing  and  synthesizing 
the  sources  of  scientific  information;  and  to 
create  scientifically  literate  citizens  who  can 
engage  productively  in  problem  solving. 

Jacob  Bronowski,  a philosopher  of  sci- 
ence, has  noted,  “That  is  the  essence  of 
science:  ask  an  impertinent  question  and 
you  are  on  the  way  to  a pertinent  an- 
swer.” Barnard  students  eagerly  embrace 
this  task,  and  go  on  to  appreciate  the  real 
“doing”  of  science. 

Elizabeth  S.  Boylan,  Barnard’s  Provost  and 
Acting  President,  is  a professor  in  the  depart- 
ment of  biological  sciences  and  lectures  in  “In- 
troduction to  Women’s  Health.’’ 
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I Education  dominated  the  2000  presidential  race  and  played  a key  role  in  the  New 
York  Senate  race  between  Hillary  Rodham  Clinton  and  Rick  Lazio.  The  issue  has 
informed  much  of  recent  New  York  City  politics,  with  all  eyes — including  Mayor 
Rudy  Giuliani’s — on  new  schools  chancellor  Harold  Levy.  The  public  education 
discourse  spans  the  country,  from  New  York  City,  where  schools  are  often  over- 
crowded and  children  learn  in  make-shift  trailers,  to  California,  where  focus  is  on 
bilingual  education.  “In  the  year  2000,  education  is  getting  the  attention  it  has 
long  deserved,”  says  Pola  Rosen  ’63,  publisher  and  editor  of  the  influential,  agen- 
da-setting monthly  trade  newspaper,  Education  Update  (circulation  200,000),  and 
someone  well-positioned  to  evaluate  changes  underway.  “The  media  has  come  to 
the  fore  in  writing  about  education,  and  parents  are  reading  more  about  it.  Greater 
numbers  of  people  are  becoming  involved:  politicians  seeking  presidential  or 
local  office,  educators,  corporate  CEOs,  foundations,  and  unions.  I think  that’s  ex- 
tremely important,  because  interest  and  engagement  are  necessary  for  change.” 
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Enrollment  in  the  nation’s  elementary  and 
secondary  schools  was  estimated  at  53  million  stu- 
dents this  fall,  an  increase  of  14.1  percent  since 
1990,  with  similar  expansions  predicted  by  educa- 
tion officials  through  the  rest  of  the  21st  century. 
The  2000-2001  school  year  began  amid  critical 
teacher  shortages,  and  every  semester  seems  to 
add  a new  hot-button  item  to  the  growing  list  of 
controversial  tools  needed  to  fix  what  is  wrong 
with  education  in  America. 

There  is  the  question  of  standardized  testing, 
for  instance,  with  supporters  saying  such  tests  are 
necessary  to  hold  schools  accountable  and  make 
sure  that  minimum  standards  are  maintained 
across  the  country.  Opponents  argue  that  this  sys- 
tem puts  emphasis  on  the  high-stakes  tests  them- 
selves— rather  than  on  learning — and  point  to 
recent  cases  of  principals  and  teachers  caught 
helping  their  students  cheat  as  examples  of  the 
system’s  flaws. 

To  put  a human  face  on  the  issue  of  high- 
stakes  testing,  Rosen  recalls  a discussion  between 
former  New  York  City  Schools  Chancellor  Rudy 
Crew  and  a fourth-grader  who  asked,  “But  Chan- 
cellor Crew,  what  if  I do  all  the  right  things  and 
study  very  hard,  but  I still  don’t  pass  the  test?” 
Rosen  shudders  at  the  memory  of  the  former 
chancellor’s  answer:  “Study  hard  in  summer 
school  and  repeat  the  grade.” 

“You  cannot  put  children  into  a mold,”  Rosen 
observes.  “Let’s  not  leave  behind  those  who  don’t 
meet  the  standards.  In  several  years,  the  pendu- 
lum will  probably  swing  back  to  less  rigid  tests.” 

Other  controversial  topics  in  the  national  edu- 
cation debate  include  charter  schools  and  vouch- 
ers, which  have  strong  supporters,  vehement 
opponents,  and  many  who  see  both  good  and  bad 
in  each  proposed  solution.  “The  impetus  behind 
the  charter  schools  movement  is  good — ‘Let’s 


give  an  opportunity  to  people  who  want  to  put 
into  practice  creative  and  innovative  ideas,”’ 
Rosen  begins.  “But  they  have  to  be  monitored. 
Critics  are  also  concerned  that  charter  schools 
will  funnel  money  away  from  local  public  schools. 
Or  look  at  vouchers.  There’s  the  appearance  of 
giving  parents  choice,  but  what  will  $1,000  per 
child  do,  when  private  school  tuition  in  New 
York  City  averages  $10,000?” 

There  is  only  one  thing  on  which  everyone 
seems  to  agree:  education  is  undergoing  a sea 
change  at  the  federal,  state,  and  local  levels. 
Many  also  agree  that  one  of  the  most  crucial  as- 
pects of  education  is  teacher  training,  noting  that 
any  child’s  education  is  only  as  good  as  the 
teacher  who  provides  it. 

Barnard  Magazine  discussed  the  current  state 
of  education  in  America  with  a sampling  of  alum- 
nae who  have  a vested  interest  in  the  issue — poli- 
cy-makers and  parents,  classroom  teachers  and 
those  who  teach  them.  Other  alumnae  are  admin- 
istrators on  the  state  and  national  level,  working 
to  draft  policies  that  ensure  a level  playing  field 
but  also  allow  for  innovation.  Still  others  are 
strengthening  the  ties  between  schools  and  local 
communities,  realizing  that  each  depends  on  the 
other  to  shape  the  future  of  both. 


‘A  VERY  INTENSE  TIME’ 


PERHAPS  THE  BEST  PLACE  to  begin  a discussion 
on  education  is  in  the  classroom,  and  what  better 
classroom  than  that  of  “Teacher  of  the  Year”? 
Five  years  ago,  Elaine  Griffin  ’69  received  that 
national  honor  from  the  Council  of  Chief  State 
School  Officers  and  Scholastic,  Inc.,  for  her  work 
in  a remote  Alaskan  island  school  where  she  has 
taught  for  the  past  25  years. 

Because  of  the  unique  needs  of  Chiniak  (pop. 

120),  an  isolated,  roadless  vil- 
lage on  Kodiak  Island,  Griffin 
is  one  of  the  last  of  the  jack-of- 
all-trades  teachers,  able  to 
teach  anything  to  anybody,  as 
she  is  called  upon  to  do  for  the 
kindergarten  through  tenth- 
grade  students  in  her  charge. 
“My  work  is  absolutely  part  of 
the  ’60s,”  she  notes. 

Splitting  the  professional 
duties  with  her  husband,  Ned, 
Elaine  Griffin  has  dedicated 
her  life  to  improving  the 
prospects  for  her  Alaskan  stu- 
dents. In  addition  to  her  geo- 
graphic remove,  Griffin  also 
appears  to  be  mercifully  re- 
moved from  the  bureaucracy 
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that  seems  part  and  parcel  of  education  reform. 

“This  is  absolutely  heaven,”  she  exults. 
“There’s  no  bureaucracy  on  my  shoulders.  There’s 
tremendous  freedom  to  use  whatever  style  is  good 
for  the  kids.  I try  multiple  approaches  to  a lesson 
to  bring  out  the  best  in  my  students.” 

In  a typical  day  (of  which,  to  be  sure,  there 
really  aren’t  any),  Griffin  starts  off  with  a “30-sec- 
ond  commute”  from  home  to  school  before  meet- 
ing with  her  students  for  breakfast.  Her  younger 
pupils  might  pursue  an  art  project,  while  her  older 
elementary  children  could  be  working  on  an  ar- 
chitecture project  and  her  eighth-  through  tenth- 
graders  might  be  reading  poetry  in  the  library  and 
then  discussing  what  they’ve  read. 

There  are  benefits  to  working  at  such  an  inti- 
mate level  with  her  students  and  their  parents, 
says  Griffin,  who  points  out  that  after  school  she 
and  her  husband  frequently  meet  with  parents  to 
discuss  their  concerns,  or  the  couple  help  students 
understand  an  algebra  problem  or  fill  out  an  appli- 
cation for  a foreign-exchange  program. 

“We  become  part  of  the  culture  with  the  120 
villagers,”  Griffin  says.  That  includes  participat- 
ing in  festivals  and  feasts  of  the  Russian  Orthodox 
calendar,  which  determines  the  lives  of  the 
Chiniak  villagers,  sharing  meals  with  students  and 
their  families,  and  becoming  actively  involved  in 
her  students’  hopes  and  dreams,  as  well  as  their 
problems. 

It’s  a place  where  Griffin  relishes  the  fog  that 
sweeps  in  from  the  sea  and  delights  in  watching 
grandmothers  and  granddaughters  pick  salmon- 
berries  from  the  hillsides,  or  young  hoys  push  off 
from  the  beach  in  their  skiffs.  At  the  same  time, 
rain  can  fall  relentlessly,  winter  winds  can  blow  up 
to  100  miles  an  hour,  and  students  routinely  face 
such  family  problems  as  abuse  and  alcoholism  and 
are  often  frustrated  by  the  geographical  limita- 
tions of  their  community. 

“Since  we  deal  with  so  many  students  who 
have  to  overcome  tremendous  obstacles,”  Griffin 
explains,  “a  large  part  of  our  job  is  to  help  them 
understand  what  they  can  do  for  themselves.”  She 
mentions  one  young  girl,  abused  by  a parent,  who 
barely  participates  in  class  discussions  or  presents 
her  projects.  “Instead  of  being  enthusiastic,  she’s 
reluctant,”  Griffin  explains,  “and  as  a teacher 
that’s  frustrating.” 

Sue  Riemer  Sacks,  head  of  Barnard’s  educa- 
tion program,  says  that  this  is  a challenge  facing 
many  teachers  today,  whether  in  remote  rural 
schools  or  overburdened  urban  schools.  As  some- 
one whose  mission  it  is  to  prepare  the  next  gener- 
ation of  teachers  to  reach  students,  Sacks  believes 
that  academic  rigor  needs  to  be  partnered  with 
practical  experience.  “We  want  to  help  student- 
teachers  develop  options  for  the  classroom,  to 


never  give  up,”  says  Sacks.  “I  emphasize  to  our  un- 
dergraduates that  they  are  responsible  for  the  stu- 
dents in  their  classroom  and  need  to  give  them 
skills  to  cope.  We  want  our  student-teachers  to  be 
sensitive  to  their  students,  while  focusing  on  skills 
and  learning.” 

The  Barnard  education  program,  in  which  un- 
dergraduates may  enroll  in  addition  to  pursuing  a 
major  in  another  academic  subject,  offers  such 
courses  as  “Contemporary  Issues  in  Education” 
and  “Education  in  American  History,”  as  well  as 
courses  on  the  sociology  and  philosophy  of  educa- 
tion and  on  issues  in  urban  education  (including  a 
look  at  gender-related  academic  and  social  experi- 
ences). Students  learn  classroom-management 
skills  to  engage  inner-city  pupils  and  establish 
classroom  routines,  and  learn  to  ask  questions  that 
will  communicate  a given  lesson’s  information 
and  meaning.  Would-be  teachers  also  receive  all- 
important  practical  pointers — even  a tip  sheet  for 
those  first  days  of  school  (introducing  oneself  to 
building  personnel,  getting  keys  and  storage  space 
for  personal  items,  and  how-to’s  for  collecting 
homework  and  encouraging  student  questions).  In 
addition,  those  in  the  education  program  spend 
hours  student-teaching  and  preparing  to  pass  the 
New  York  State  Teacher  Certification  exam.  In 
last  year’s  graduating  class,  for  example,  43  Co- 
lumbia University  students  (comprising  Barnard, 
Columbia  College  and  General  Studies  under- 
graduates) received  teacher  certification. 

One  key  component  of  the  College’s  education 
package  is  the  Institute  for  Urban  Education.  Es- 
tablished in  1993,  the  institute  recruits  students 
from  Barnard  and  other  selective  colleges  to  work 
in  Harlem  middle  schools  during  the  spring  se- 
mester. For  six  hours  a week,  the  college  students 
teach  science  lessons,  conduct  hands-on  experi- 
ments in  a nearby  New  York  State  forest  preserve, 
and  help  run  after-school  science  clubs.  To  Sacks, 
the  program  is  invaluable,  putting  science  teach- 
ers in  a system  that  is  woefully  lacking  them  and 
offering  children  a glimpse  of  possibilities  for  their 
own  futures. 

For  Maria  Rosado  ’92,  lessons  learned  in  the 
Barnard  education  program  have  stood  her  in 
good  stead  as  a teacher  in  the  New  York  City  pub- 
lic schools.  For  the  past  seven  years,  Rosado  has 
taught  middle-school  math,  science,  and  litera- 
ture on  Manhattan’s  Upper  West  Side.  Her  stu- 
dents are  primarily  Latino  and  more  than  half 
speak  English  as  a second  language.  “The  Barnard 
education  program  got  me  to  think  intellectually 
about  the  practice  of  education:  how  to  think 
about  children,  how  to  think  about  teaching,  how 
to  think  about  learning,”  says  Rosado,  who  re- 
cently moved  into  a staff  development  position 
for  math  in  her  district. 
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but  the  22  pairs  of  nine- 
year-old  eyes  look  up  at  me 
with  expectant  adoration,  and 
I need  to  stay  put. 

Hello,  you  may  call  me 
Ms.  Cohen.  I am  a new  teacher 
on  my  first  day  of  school, 
and  I have  never  been  more 
terrified. 

Why  am  I so  scared?  I 
have  defended  my  ideas  to 
world-renowned  scholars, 
read  my  stories  to  award- 
winning writers.  I have  sung 
for  audiences  of  hundreds.  I 
spent  the  last  year  creating  a 
new  life  for  myself  across 
the  country  from  anything 
familiar.  But,  suddenly,  I am 
to  be  the  caring  guide,  the 
enlightener,  the  mentor,  the 
teacher,  to  a class  full  of 
beautiful  children,  and  now 
I feel  scared. 

When  I was  a student 
at  Barnard,  I thought  I had 
all  the  answers.  Now  that 
I am  the  teacher,  all  I have  are 
questions.  How  will  I be  able 
to  speak  with  firm  authority 
and  still  show  my  students 
how  much  8 care  about  them? 
How  will  I be  able  to  both 
dry  their  tears  and  give  them 
the  academic  structure 
they  need  to  be  prepared 
for  the  fifth  grade? 

My  students  will  survive 
me,  I know.  I will  love  them, 

8 know.  I will  teach  them  and 
they  will  learn.  They  will 
teach  me  and  I will  learn. 
Somehow,  I know  that,  too. 

“Good  morning,”  I say. 

“My  name  is  Ms.  Cohen. 
Welcome  to  the  fourth 
grade.  I am  your  teacher.” 
They  smile  at  me.  I am 
terrified  but  ready.  I am 
their  teacher. 
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How  important 
is  high-stakes 
testing? 

Maureen  Miletta 
knows  of  a 
kindergarten 
teacher  who 
was  told  to 
start  preparing 
her  young 
students  for 
the  high  school 
English  test. 


Earlier  this  semester,  Rosado  received  tangible 
proof  that  her  teaching  methods  were  paying 
off — in  the  form  of  a phone  call  from  a former  stu- 
dent. “The  student  said,  ‘Thank  you.  I’ve  just  fin- 
ished the  first  week  of  high  school,  and  after 
listening  to  my  math  teacher  this  year,  1 realized 
how  great  you  were  and  how  much  you  had  influ- 
enced my  love  of  math,’”  Rosado  recalls.  “The 
student  had  realized  that  1 knew  her — and  knew 
how  she  learned.” 

Meanwhile  in  a suburban  Westchester  County 
elementary  school,  Leslie  Cohen  ’90  is  facing 
such  challenges  as  shifting  pedagogical  philoso- 
phies and  an  urgent  need  for  good  teachers. 
When  she  graduated  from  Barnard  a decade  ago, 
progressive  school  districts  like  Ardsley  were 
looking  at  alternative  student  assessments  such  as 
portfolios  of  student  work,  and  the  districts  were 
encouraging  classroom  teachers  to  try  the  so- 
called  whole  language  approach  (focusing  on  lit- 
erature rather  than  basal  textbooks). 

“It  was  hard  to  help  parents  understand  what  I 
was  doing,”  says  Cohen.  “Many  parents  expected 
that  their  kids  would  be  taught  to  read  the  same 
way  they  were,  with  Dick  & Jane-type  readings, 
and  they  wanted  to  jump  in  to  help  their  child  in 
that  way.  You  have  to  educate  the  parents,  so  you 
and  they  aren’t  sending  different  messages,  which 
would  confuse  and  lose  the  kids.” 

She  remembers  one  first-grader  who  last  year 
went  home  and  told  her  mother,  “I  had  so  much 
tun  today,  and  Miss  Cohen  didn’t  realize  that  we 
weren’t  learning  anything.”  Cohen  goes  on  to  ex- 
plain: “I  had  been  doing  a reading  and  writing 
workshop  where  the  students  worked  on  their 
stories.” 

Although  she  is  currently  out  of  the  classroom 
on  maternity  leave,  Cohen  is  nonetheless  think- 
ing a lot  about  teaching  these  days,  as  she  helps 
the  Barnard  education  program  document  its 
practices  and  requirements  (paperwork  required 
by  Albany).  “There  are  too  many  people  coming 
into  teaching  who  aren’t  well-educated,  or  they’re 
well-educated  and  can’t  teach,”  Cohen  says.  She 
hopes  to  encourage  teachers  to  reach  for  new 
standards  not  only  because  they  are  required  and 
not  only  for  the  sake  of  the  students,  but  also  for 
their  own  enrichment  as  teachers.  “This  is  a really 
important  piece  of  who  I’ve  been  professionally. 
The  training  that  people  get  as  teachers  is  enter- 
ing a whole  new  realm.  It’s  not  just  the  kids  who 
are  affected,  but  also  the  teachers.” 


TEACHERS  + TESTING  = TENSION 


NO  matter  which  PATH  education  reform 
takes  in  the  twenty-first  century,  it  will  need  good 
teachers  and  inspired  leaders  in  order  to  succeed. 


Augusta  Kappner  ’66,  president  of  the  Bank 
Street  College  of  Education  in  New  York,  is  at  the 
forefront  of  training  these  teachers. 

“One  of  the  greatest  challenges  in  teacher  edu- 
cation is  attracting  promising  people,  young  and 
otherwise,  and  finding  ways  to  retain  them,” 
Kappner  notes.  “In  the  first  three  to  five  years, 
there  is  a high  turnover  of  teachers  because  they 
are  not  given  support  once  they  are  in  the  class- 
room.” 

She  points  to  one  of  the  most  hotly  contested 
issues  facing  teachers  today,  what  she  calls  “the 
test-driven  standards  movement.”  Says  Kappner, 
a former  assistant  secretary  for  Vocational  and 
Adult  Education  for  the  U.S.  Department  of  Edu- 
cation, “Young  people  become  turned  off  if  they 
are  not  able  to  use  their  own  creativity  in  the 
classroom,  or  if  they  just  have  to  teach  to  the  test. 
They  become  discouraged  by  not  being  able  to  use 
all  their  skills.  The  long-term  solution  needs  to 
bring  together  schools  of  education,  boards  of  ed- 
ucation, and  unions  to  build  systems  that  will 
raise  teachers’  salaries,  provide  them  with  ongo- 
ing career  development,  and  give  more  respect  to 
teaching  as  a profession.” 

Rosado  agrees.  “In  a school  that’s  driven  by 
tests,  you’ve  limited  how  the  child  can  think.  You 
get  stuck  on  having  the  child  answer  the  ques- 
tion.” In  an  effective  classroom,  by  contrast, 
“you’re  teaching  the  student  how  to  think  and  ac- 
quire information  without  being  dependent  on 
the  teacher  giving  information,”  she  says.  “In  my 
school,  we’ve  not  allowed  ourselves  to  be  dictated 
to  by  exams.  What  the  teacher  does  day-to-day  is 
the  best  preparation  for  success.” 

Maureen  Miletta  ’50,  who  has  taught  both 
students  and  teachers  for  half  a century,  says  she  is 
encouraged  by  the  way  teachers  are  trained  today, 
although  she  is  troubled  by  other  things  that  she 
sees  happening  in  classrooms  across  the  country. 

“The  level  of  teacher  education  has  improved, 
and  I’m  optimistic  about  people  being  trained  in 
teaching,"  says  Miletta,  who  brings  39  years  of 
classroom  experience  to  her  current  role  as  profes- 
sor of  education  at  Hofstra  University. 

She  often  has  future  teachers  learn  by  the  same 
methods  they  will  one  day  use  in  the  classroom — 
breaking  into  small-group  discussions,  for  in- 
stance, then  coming  together  as  a class  so  students 
can  teach  one  another. 

“Teachers  are  always  role  models,”  notes 
Miletta,  who  is  also  a former  Barnard  trustee, 
“and  it’s  especially  important  for  teachers  of 
teachers  to  model  techniques  and  methodologies 
that  will  be  used  in  the  classroom.” 

She  also  hopes  to  convey  to  future  teachers  the 
importance  of  giving  students  choices.  When  she 
was  a classroom  teacher,  she  had  students  make 
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decisions  about  the  curriculum,  a pedagogical 
strategy  she  endorses  as  a way  to  further  motivate 
students  and  help  them  understand  why  they  are 
studying  what  they  are  studying. 

Miletta  has  ready  and  thorough  criticism  for 
high-stakes  testing,  believing  that  the  way  the 
tests  are  developed  and  administered  imposes  cor- 
porate  and  political  views  on  the  classroom,  im- 
pinges on  teachers’  autonomy,  and  fails  to 
integrate  and  reflect  what  students  are  learning. 
Drafted  by  politicians  and  CEOs,  she  says,  the 
tests  fail  to  consider  what  is  best  for  the  students. 
In  addition,  too  many  of  the  current  decision- 
makers— politicians,  for  one — have  little  knowl- 
edge of  previous  educational  theory  and  practices, 
she  says,  so  “we’re  not  paying  attention  to  what 
went  before.” 

“High-stakes  testing  is  doing  terrible  damage 
to  teachers  and  children,”  Miletta  laments.  “It’s  a 
very  trying  time.  There’s  a lack  of  freedom.  These 
are  not  meaningful  tests  for  children  and  teachers 
because  they  fail  to  assess  the  skills  and  disposi- 
tions that  are  most  important.” 

She  says  she  knows  of  a kindergarten  teacher 
who  had  been  told  to  start  preparing  her  students 
for  the  high  school  English  test. 

Testing  has  drawn  fire,  too,  from  parents,  in- 
cluding Lisa  Davis  ’76,  mother  of  three  and  pres- 
ident of  the  board  of  education  in  the 
high-achieving,  academically  oriented  New  York 
suburb  of  Chappaqua.  “This  whole  idea  of  assess- 
ments and  report  cards  is  so  frustrating,”  says 
Davis,  a former  sales  and  marketing  professional. 
“The  Regents  are  taking  a school  and  looking  at 
just  one  test,  not  at  what  makes  the  total  school 
experience  for  the  students.  School  should  be 
about  educating  the  whole  child,  understanding 
multiple  intelligences.” 

But  those  who  defend  testing  argue  that  with- 
out rigorous  accountability — accountability  that 
carries  consequence — schools  that  are  less  suc- 
cessful than  Chappaqua’s  will  only  fall  further  be- 
hind. Merry  I H . Tisch  ’77,  a member  of  the  New 
York  State  Board  of  Regents,  asserts  that  some 
form  of  testing  is  necessary  to  ensure  that  no 
child  is  left  out.  The  Board  of  Regents  has  largely 
been  responsible  for  developing  and  mandating 
an  extensive  and  rigorous  set  of  subject-specific 
curriculum  standards  and  examinations  in  New 
York  schools. 

“I  grew  up  in  modest  means  on  the  Lower  East 
Side,  in  a racially  and  ethnically  mixed  neighbor- 
hood,” Tisch  says.  “It  was  clear  even  then  that  the 
schools  served  some  ethnicities  better  than  others. 
The  new  accountability,  based  on  testing,  forces 
schools  to  disaggregate  their  data,  ensuring  every 
child  has  equal  access  to  the  learning  standards.” 

Tisch  knows  the  arguments  against  testing, 


but  she  strongly  believes  that  the  advantages  out- 
weigh the  disadvantages.  “Even  if  teachers  in 
Scarsdale  and  the  superintendent  in  Bedford  are 
saying  that  we’re  dumbing  down  the  curriculum,” 
she  explains,  “I’m  saying  that  in  trying  to  fix  per- 
formances at  the  bottom  end,  we  don’t  have  the 
intention  of  destroying  the  upper  end.  We  just 
can’t  take  the  pressure  off  the  lower  end.” 


WOMEN  AS  TEACHERS: 
BEYOND  FEMINISM 


BEFORE  THEY  EVEN  enter  the  classroom,  there  is 
a challenge  that  faces  women — particularly  those 
with  a Barnard  degree — when  they  choose  to 
teach  primary  or  secondary  school  in  this  post- 
feminist era:  the  perception  that  the  profession  is 
anathema  to  highly  motivated,  career-minded 
women. 

A couple  of  generations  ago,  teaching  was  one 
of  the  only  career  choices  available  to  women.  In 
the  wake  of  the  women’s  movement,  the  profes- 
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I learned  was  that  no  one  was 
going  to  tell  me  how  to 
teach  them.  I was  hopeful  and 
a little  overwhelmed. 

We  started  from  the 
bottom  and  built  up, 
identifying  parts  of  speech, 
then  moving  steadily  through 
words,  sentences,  paragraphs, 
and  finally  essay  structure. 

My  goal  was  always  to  give 
the  students  choices  in  their 
writing.  We  spent  an  entire 
period  discussing  how 
adjectives  and  adverbs  can 
make  writing  more  effective. 
We  talked  about  how 
sentence  mistakes — run-ons, 
fragments — -prevent  a reader 
from  understanding  what 
the  writer  is  trying  to  say.  The 
students  took  this  as  an 
object  lesson  in  respect  (a 
word  they  know  well  and  take 
very  seriously),  and  they  all 
wanted  the  reader  to  respect 
their  writing. 

When  it  came  to  the  essays, 
I encouraged  them  to  pick 
topics  that  interested  them — 
gun  control,  welfare,  abortion, 
censorship — which  helped 
them  sit  through  many 
revisions  and  editing  sessions. 
Very  few  of  the  first  essays 
I saw  had  a firm  grasp  of 
structure.  But  after  our 
lessons,  improvement  was 
everywhere.  In  the  end,  many 
essays  began  with  a clear  thesis 
statement  and  ended  with  an 
interesting  conclusion  that 
prompted  further  thought — 
all  where  no  thesis  and  no 
conclusion  had  existed  before. 

I could  hardly  believe 
that  because  I said  each  body 
paragraph  needs  a topic 
sentence,  my  students  were 
actually  writing  them! 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  my 
students  made  and  signed  a 
poster  for  me.  I learned  a lot 


from  that  piece  of  paper. 

I had  worried  all  year  they 
would  not  understand  that  I 
wanted  them  to  become  better 
writers  in  order  to  express 
themselves  more  effectively, 
but  one  girl  wrote,  “I  liked 
the  way  you  challenged  me  to 
express  myself  in  writing 
instead  of  always  orally.”  I had 


also  been  concerned  that 
they  would  simply  not 
remember  what  I taught, 
but  another  student  wrote, 
“One  thing  I don’t  have  to 
worry  about  is  how  to  write 
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sion  fell  out  of  favor,  seen  as  a throwback  to  earli- 
er  days  of  oppression  and  limitation.  It  is  about 
time,  say  many  alumnae,  that  teaching  once  again 
becomes  a desirable  career  option.  At  stake,  after 
all,  is  nothing  less  than  the  future  of  the  nation. 

“When  I started  Barnard,  I wasn’t  positive  that 
I wanted  to  teach,”  admits  Maria  Rosado.  When 
the  sociology  major  decided  to  minor  in  educa- 
tion, she  faced  a lot  of  skepticism,  she  says,  even 
from  classmates.  “I  heard  two  things,”  she  recalls. 
“One  was,  ‘You’re  going  to  Barnard — why  do  you 
want  to  teach?’  and  from  fellow  students,  ‘Why 
waste  your  education?”’ 

Undaunted,  Rosado  stayed  at  Barnard  a semes- 
ter beyond  her  graduation  in  order  to  finish  her 
student-teaching  requirement.  “Barnard  offered 
me  a well-rounded  education,”  explains  Rosado, 
who  has  a master’s  degree  in  reading  and  literacy 
from  City  College.  “I  can  give  that  to  my  stu- 
dents. Barnard  gave  me  access  to  information  and 
taught  me  how  to  use  it  in  my  best  interest,  which 
is  perhaps  the  greatest  gift.”  She  also  hopes  that 
her  path — from  public  schools  to  Barnard — will 
be  an  inspiration  to  her  students. 

Leslie  Cohen,  too,  found  a distinct  lack  of  re- 
spect for  the  profession  she  had  decided  to  pursue. 
Although  her  mother  is  a teacher  and  supported 
her  daughter’s  choice,  Cohen  still  recalls  the 
stinging  words  of  one  classmate:  “Why  did  you 
bother  going  to  Barnard  if  all  you  were  going  to  be 
was  a teacher?” 

“It  was  a defining  moment,”  Cohen  recalls. 

She  even  flirted  with  a summer  job  in  public 
relations,  to  see  if  the  business  world  might  be  for 
her.  “I  hated  the  whole  experience,”  she  says.  “It 
just  wasn’t  me.  I wanted  to  be  with  kids.” 

The  profession  offers  significant  opportunities 
for  career  advancement,  notes  Tisch,  who  is 
studying  for  a Ph.D.  in  education  at  Columbia’s 
Teachers  College.  “There  are 
enormous  career  paths  in  edu- 
cation,” she  says.  “There  are 
principalships,  superintenden- 
cies— women  should  seize  the 
opportunity  to  move  into  the 
field.  To  do  less  is  to  shut  your 
eyes  and  not  fulfill  your  social 
obligations.” 

Tisch  hopes  more  and  more 
Barnard  graduates  will  head 
back  into  the  classroom. 

“Barnard  is  a wonderful  liberal 
arts  college  in  a fantastic  city 
going  through  a boom,”  she 
says.  “You  have  these  talented, 
bright,  gifted  young  women 
with  a great  liberal  arts  educa- 
tion, who  could  make  a real 


commitment  to  social  action  by  spending  two  to 
three  years  teaching  in  the  public  schools — as  in 
the  Teach  for  America  program.” 

In  addition,  she  notes,  “Barnard  has  great  de- 
partments in  math,  science,  and  languages,  where 
there  are  [teacher]  shortages.” 

Sue  Sacks  agrees  enthusiastically.  “I’m  con- 
cerned that  too  many  teachers  abandon  math  and 
science,”  she  says.  “In  our  program,  we  won’t  let 
them  graduate  without  knowing  math.”  (In  fact, 
all  Barnard  students  must  meet  a Quantitative 
and  Deductive  Reasoning  distribution  require- 
ment as  part  of  the  College’s  newly  enacted  Gen- 
eral Education  guidelines.) 

Sacks  is  optimistic  about  the  future  of  women 
in  teaching,  but  she  notes  that  education  students 
sometimes  have  to  be  “gutsy”  in  order  to  tell  their 
parents  they  are  turning  away  from  more  lucrative 
career  paths.  Would-be  teachers  do,  however, 
find  strong  support  from  Barnard’s  education  pro- 
gram. “We  legitimize  the  issue  of  parents,  peers, 
and  roommates  not  being  completely  supportive 
by  talking  about  it  in  the  seminar,”  Sacks  ex- 
plains, “and  we  encourage  students  to  get  support 
from  each  other.  You  have  to  have  confidence  in 
these  bright  young  people.” 

To  continue  that  support  after  graduation,  she 
adds,  former  students  recently  started  a “New 
Teacher  Group.”  As  Ogechi  Iwuoba  ’00  noted 
after  the  first  meeting,  “It  was  comforting  to  know 
that  there  are  other  teachers  nearby  I am  able  to 
talk  with.”  (Alumnae  interested  in  joining  the 
group  can  contact  the  education  program  or  e- 
mail  Iwuoha  at  oil  l@hotmail.com.) 

In  the  end — pedagogical  dictates,  red  tape, 
and  professional  status  for  women  notwithstand- 
ing— education  comes  down  to  a single  teacher 
and  a single  child.  Elaine  Griffin  echoed  the 
thoughts  of  almost  everyone  we  interviewed

st  y 
read, 

little  thing  that  makes  a BIG 
difference.”  S thought  it  was 
cute  when  i first  hung  it  up,  but 
little  did  I know  how  true  it  was. 

Last  spring,  my  school  faced 
a teacher  shortage,  and  I was 
called  on  to  provide  classroom 
coverage.  The  students  in  my 
classroom  were  given  an 
option  of  doing  homework, 
working  on  a crossword  puzzle, 
or  sitting  quietly.  But  in  one 
group,  something  else  was 
happening.  Jackson  was  picking 
on  his  classmate  Keith,  actually 
punching  him  very  discreetly 
in  the  ribs  as  they  faced  the 
back  corner  of  the  classroom. 
When  I noticed  Keith  leaning 
over  the  desk,  I asked  him 
what  had  happened.  He  turned 
to  me  with  tears  in  his  eyes 
and  his  hand  holding  his 
stomach  in  pain.  I felt  pierced. 

Keith  had  transferred  to 
this  school  from  a local  middle 
school  that  his  parents  felt 
was  too  dangerous  for  him. 

His  father  is  in  drug  rehab  and 
his  mother  is  a store  clerk. 
Jackson,  a foster  child,  was 
born  addicted  to  crack.  After 
the  fight,  I sat  with  each 
child  involved.  I realized  that 
Keith  had  never  learned  to 
say  no  when  someone  was 
hurting  him,  and  Jackson  was 
never  taught  to  be  sensitive 
to  the  feelings  of  others. 

There’s  a whole  lot  more 
to  that  word  “attitude”  than 
the  makers  of  that  poster  may 
have  realized.  As  a teacher, 

I always  try  to  understand  the 
attitude  behind  the  action.  1 
have  found  this  is  the  only 
way  to  turn  a bad  situation  into 
a learning  experience.

when  she  said,  “The  match  between  the  student 
and  the  teacher  who  brings  out  the  best  is  what 
counts.  There  can’t  be  a cookie-cutter  approach. 
We  have  to  put  money  into  helping  teachers  be 
better  teachers,  not  preparing  students  who  are 
clones  of  one  another.” 

And  in  the  far  reaches  of  Alaska,  she  is  doing 
exactly  that,  and,  just  possibly,  inspiring  others  to 
do  the  same. 

“If  every  person  at  Barnard  knew  how  exciting 
my  job  is,”  Griffin  muses,  “lots  more  would  want 
to  be  teachers.  We  need  to  be  giving  people  who 
are  teachers  the  tools  to  be  exciting  teachers.” 


THINK  NATIONALLY,  ACT  LOCALLY 


WITH  SUCH  WIDESPREAD  debate  over  the  state 
of  public  education,  there  is  clearly  room  for  alter- 
native and  progressive  ideas  to  get  their  due.  Re- 
alizing that  schools  depend  on  their  community 
ties  for  survival,  Lisa  Belzberg  Bronfman  ’82 
developed  a program  called  PENCIL  (Public  Edu- 
cation Needs  Civic  Involvement  in  Learning),  a 
successful  nonprofit  organization  that  sends 
celebrities  and  community  leaders  into  public 
schools  to  act  as  “principal  for  a day.”  The  pro- 
gram’s acting  principals  have  included  Jerry  Sein- 
feld, Diane  Sawyer,  Alec  Baldwin,  and  the  New 
York  Knicks’  Charles  Smith — as  well  as  Barnard 
President  Judith  Shapiro. 

“Public  schools  need  civic  involvement,”  in- 
sists Bronfman,  a mother  of  six  who,  as  an  obser- 
vant Orthodox  Jew,  sends  her  children  to 
yeshivas.  “The  real  issue  is  the  isolation  of  schools 
from  the  community.  You  need  to  connect  every 
single  kid  and  teacher  to  everyone  in  the  larger 
community,  whether  it’s  a big  business,  local  gas- 
station  or  deli  owner,  or  celebrity. 

“With  principal  for  a day,”  she  continues, 
“every  school  is  covered.. ..If  a school  doesn’t  have 
a library,  we  know  who  to  call.  The  purpose  is  to 
increasingly  build  a constituency  for  the  public 
schools.” 

Bronfman,  who  has  a master’s  degree  in  public 
administration  and  is  pursuing  a doctorate  in  edu- 
cation at  Teachers  College,  has  long  been  inter- 
ested in  the  connection  between  school  and 
community.  She  attributes  this,  in  part,  to  the  im- 
migrant spirit  of  her  extended  family,  many  of 
whom  came  from  Poland  in  the  1920s  and  ’30s 
and  believed  that  education  represented  the  best 
way  to  achieve  the  American  dream. 

“Public  education  is  the  great  equalizer,” 
Bronfman  notes. 

The  program  she  has  launched,  which  has  fo- 
cused on  New  York  City’s  1100  schools  with  its 
1.1  million  students,  has  now  been  replicated  in 
other  cities. 


“Education  is  a local  issue,”  she  explains.  “We 
can’t  do  meaningful  work  in  Los  Angeles,  but 
someone  out  there  can.  We’re  assessing  needs 
school  by  school  and  principal  by  principal.  You 
need  to  know  what’s  out  there.” 

Patricia  Herring  Parisi  ’77  always  keeps  the 
national  agenda  in  mind  while  she  works  hard  on 
the  local  level,  serving  the  schools  of  New  York, 
New  Jersey,  Puerto  Rico,  and  the  U.S.  Virgin  Is- 
lands as  the  Deputy  Secretary  of  Education’s  Rep- 
resentative for  Region  II.  “It’s  been  exciting  to 
put  a face  and  eyes  and  ears  to  the  federal  govern- 
ment in  the  region,”  Parisi  says.  “Federal  govern- 
ment often  seems  remote.” 

Her  day  might  include  a site  visit  to  an  award- 
winning school;  a community  meeting  to  explain 
how  a federal  program,  policy,  or  grant,  will  affect 
a particular  community;  or  meetings  with  other 
government  agencies  to  make  sure  that  education 
is  part  of  the  discussion. 

“I’m  here  to  disseminate  the  education  agenda 
in  as  many  ways  as  possible,”  she  says  of  her  role  as 
regional  representative.  “I  think  we’ve  been  suc- 
cessful. Education  has  become  the  number  one 
voting  issue.” 

Parisi,  who  has  a law  degree  from  Columbia, 
says  she  entered  the  field  of  education  because  she 
sees  it  as  an  important  battleground  for  social  jus- 
tice. “I’ve  always  been  interested  in  equity  issues, 
and  it  seems  that  education  is  the  best  path  to 
achieve  equity.” 

As  such,  she  has  fought  hard  to  bridge  the  digi- 
tal divide  in  the  nation’s  schools,  to  make  sure 
that  all  children — rich  or  poor,  urban,  suburban, 
or  rural — have  access  to  the  information  and 
skills  that  will  help  them  succeed  in  a digital  age. 
“In  my  region — at  least  in  New  York  and  New 
Jersey — almost  100  percent  of  our  schools  are 
connected,”  she  says.  “That’s  a real  tangible  con- 
tribution. It  was  ground  zero  when  we  came  in, 
and  we’ve  had  a lot  of  success.” 

But  no  matter  what  the  government  does  or 
doesn’t  do,  says  Lisa  Davis,  responsibility  for  a 
good  public-school  education  ultimately  lies  with 
the  parent — and  the  child. 

“A  lot  of  success  in  the  schools  depends  on 
having  parents  who  invest  time  and  are  involved 
in  their  children’s  schools  and  education,”  says 
Davis,  who  was  president  of  the  Chappaqua  PTA 
before  being  elected  to  the  local  school  board. 
“You  need  to  have  students  for  whom  education  is 
a priority.  You  can  put  all  the  money  you  want  out 
there,  but  if  you  don’t  have  kids  who  are  ready 
and  eager  to  learn,  it  won’t  go  anywhere.”

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FACES  OF  TIBET 

A PHOTOESSAY  BY  SAVANNAH  GREYROSE  ’00 


FOR  FOUR  MONTHS  IN  THE  SPRING  OF  1999, 
Savannah  Greyrose  ’00  conducted  fieldwork  and 
human-rights  monitoring  in  Tibet,  India,  and 
Nepal.  Traveling  on  a student  visa,  she  inter- 
viewed and  worked  with  Tibetans  in  Dharamsala, 
India,  where  she  lived  with  a Tibetan  family  for 
five  weeks.  She  also  interviewed  Tibetans  in  the 
Tibetan  Autonomous  Region  of  China  about 
health  care,  education,  women’s  issues,  infra- 
structure, and  politics. 

Her  photographs  depict  the  Tibetan  struggle 
for  independence  from  China  and  the  dynamics 
of  the  refugee  culture  in  exile  throughout  India 
and  Nepal.  “I  have  been  observing  human  rights 
through  photography,”  Greyrose  explains,  “be- 
cause I believe  it  is  one  of  the  most  effective  ways 
to  make  emotionally  accessible  something  that  is 
foreign  or  impersonal.  The  only  way  to  educate 
about  and  strengthen  a social  or  political  move- 
ment is  to  make  others  aware  of  its  significance. 
Photography  is  a particularly  important  medium 
because  it  can  reach  a wide  audience.” 

The  Tibet  project,  she  notes,  is  incomplete — 
necessarily  so,  because  the  struggle  continues. 
Currently  working  in  New  York  City  as  a legal  as- 
sistant at  the  American  Civil  Liberties  Union  Re- 
productive Freedom  Project,  Greyrose  plans  to 
continue  exploring  human  rights  through  photog- 
raphy with  an  upcoming  project  on  the  Zapatista 
rebellion  in  Chiapas,  Mexico. 

These  photographs  were  first  exhibited  at  the  Brecht 
Forum  in  New  York  this  past  spring. 
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Nuns  from  the  Gu-Chu-Sum  Movement  of  Tibet  awaiting  His  Holiness  the  Dalai  Lama,  Dharamsala,  India. 
The  Gu-Chu-Sum  Movement  is  an  organization  dedicated  to  assisting  former  political  prisoners  in  exile  from  all  regions  and  Buddhist  sects  of 
Tibet.  Members  help  each  other  deal  with  the  torture,  rape,  and  brutality  they  faced  while  in  prison.  In  addition  to  attempting  to  free  current 
political  prisoners,  they  provide  education,  financial  resources,  and  housing  assistance  to  new  arrivals.

After  the  Tibetans  make  the  dangerous  trek  across  the  Himalayas,  they  go  to  the  Reception  Centers  in  Nepal  and  India, 
where  they  receive  meals  and  subsidized  health  care  before  they  are  interviewed  and  relocated.  These  immigrants  are 
also  granted  a private  audience  with  the  Dalai  Lama  and  receive  a personal  blessing,  one  of  the  most  important  reasons 
for  fleeing  their  homeland.

With  extremely  high  taxes  and  racially  discriminatory  entrance  exams,  few  children  in  Tibet  have  access  to  primary  education.  Only  about  10 
percent  of  the  children  enrolled  are  Tibetan,  and  usually  pay  bribes  or  have  connections  within  the  Chinese  government  to  remain  in  school. 

OPPOSITE  TOP:  Daily  prayer  at  the  Tibetan  Children’s  Village  (T.C.V),  Dharamsala. 

Here  children  are  instructed  in  Buddhist  theory  as  well  as  math,  English,  Tibetan,  science,  history,  and  other  secular  subjects.  The  motto  of 
T.  C.V.,  "Others  Before  Self,  ” is  derived  directly  from  Buddhist  teachings,  and  all  testing  and  methods  of  learning  are  based  on  this  philosophy. 
In  Tibetan  culture,  there  is  no  division  of  Buddhism  from  everyday  life,  including  everything  from  the  study  of  politics  to  drinking  songs.

As  in  airy  other  community,  there  is  always  a group  ofyoung  Tibetan  people  labeled  "directionless"  or  "deviant”  by  the  older  generation.  These 
kids,  born  and  raised  in  exile,  smoke  marijuana,  shoot  heroin,  and  do  not  care  much  about  fighting  for  Tibetan  independence.  The  community 
considers  them  a disgrace  to  their  families  and  to  the  Tibetan  struggle,  and  they  often  create  marry  of  their  friendships  with  Western  travelers. 
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OPPOSITE  TOP:  His  Holiness  the  XIV  Dalai  Lama  greeting  the  newly  arrived  refugees 
from  Tibet,  Dharamsala.  The  New  Arrivals  are  the  only  Tibetans  granted  a private  audience  with 
His  Holiness  due  to  increased  security.  There  have  been  many  attempts  on  the  life  of  the  Dalai  Lama  and  many 
spies  found  living  among  the  Dharamsala  community.

The  politicization  of  monastics  is  common  in  the  Tibetan  community.  Many  monks  and  nuns  feel  that 
protesting  is  their  duty  because  they  do  not  have  the  consideration  of  family  or  other  external  responsibilities  that  may 
deter  laymen.  In  addition,  they  are  the  only  groups  in  China  granted  the  right  of  assembly,  which  permits  organization 
and  the  dispersion  of  information.

The  success  of  the  Tibetan  carpet  industry  has  created  a situation  in  which  refugees  provide  employment 
and  have  significantly  higher  incomes  than  the  natives  of  their  host  country.  This  visible  economic  disparity 
has  created  tension  between  the  coexisting  Indian  and  Tibetan  populations  and  has  contributed  to  racial 
segregation  and  violence.

Nancy  Biberman  ’69 

Rebuilding  Lives 

When  most  people  drove  hy 
the  deserted,  dilapidated 
Morrisania  Hospital  in  the 
South  Bronx,  chances  are  they 
saw  it  as  yet  another  emblem 
of  the  borough’s  seemingly 
insoluble  problems. 

Not  so  Nancy  Biberman. 

“I  just  fell  in  love  with  this 
building  when  I first  saw  it,” 
Biberman,  a public-interest 
lawyer,  told  the  New  York  Daily 
News.  “I  thought,  ‘Wouldn’t  it 
he  great  to  do  something  there 
some  day?”’ 

What  Biberman  went  on 
to  do  there — create  a 200,000- 
square-foot  low-income  housing 
and  economic  development 
project — has  just  earned  her  the 
prestigious  National  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  award 
for  innovation,  yet  another 
accolade  for  her  relentless 
efforts  to  develop  affordable- 
housing  solutions,  move  women 
from  welfare  to  work,  and 
address  underlying  causes 
of  poverty  and  homelessness. 

In  1991,  Biberman  co- 
founded the  Women’s  Housing 
and  Economic  Development 
Corporation  (WHEDCO),  a 
nonprofit  organization  that 
helps  low-income  women 
through  combined  efforts  in 
affordable  housing,  workforce 
development,  and  supportive 
service  such  as  child  care  and 
after-school  programs. 

Within  four  years  of  its 
founding,  WHEDCO  had 
secured  $23  million  in  public 
and  private  financing — as  well 
as  invaluable  political  and 
community  support — to  create 
the  dream  project  on  the  site  of 
the  defunct  Morrisania 
Hospital,  which  had  been 
abandoned  by  New  York  City 


almost  twenty  years  earlier. 

In  collaboration  with 
neighborhood  women, 
WHEDCO  transformed  the 
1 1 -story  shell  into  low-income 
apartments  to  house  132 
families — 48  of  them  formerly 
homeless — and  a community 
economic  development  center. 
The  center,  called  Urban 
Horizons,  offers  job  and  literacy 
training,  employment 
placement  programs,  a Head 
Start  center,  fitness  center,  as 
well  as  after-school  and  other 
youth  programs.  Last 
September,  P.S.  218,  a magnet 
school,  opened  next  door,  a 
final  touch  in  the  rebirth  of  a 
full  city  block.  One  of  Urban 
Horizon’s  job-training  programs 
in  culinary  arts  has  received 
considerable  widespread  praise 
for  its  success  in  helping  former 
welfare  recipients  move  to  well- 
paying jobs. 

“There  is  a synergy  in  her 
programs  that  is  amazing,” 
Bronx  Borough  President 
Fernando  Ferrer  has  said  of 
Biberman.  “She  is  moving 
women  off  of  dependency  and 
into  being  entrepreneurs  and 
into  being  independent.” 

While  such  a far-reaching 
program  might  have  daunted 
others,  Biberman  had  a track 
record  of  providing  affordable 
housing  to  women  in  need,  of 
providing  for  many  generations 
at  once,  and  of  combining 
all-important  workforce 
development  with  housing.  In 
1988,  Biberman  joined  forces 
with  Catholic  Charities  to  lead 
an  ambitious  project  in  the 
Highbridge  section  of  the 
South  Bronx — a $60  million 
rehabilitation  of  722 
apartments  in  23  vacant, 
city-owned  buildings. 

“My  vision  [for  Urban 
Horizons]  stemmed  from 


Highbridge,  where  80  percent 
of  the  tenants  were  single 
mothers  with  children,” 
Biberman  explains.  “I  saw 
the  project  as  a horizontal 
settlement  house,  with  child 
care,  health  care,  classrooms, 
and  daycare  programs  for 
women  who  would  be  entering 
the  work  force.  In  the  last  two 
years,  we’ve  placed  and 
retained  600  people  from  our 
programs.  We  do  a lot  of 
work  with  retention,  so  people 
are  prepared  with  what  to 
do  if  their  kid  is  sick.” 

For  Biberman,  a history 
major  with  a law  degree  from 
Rutgers  University,  what 
ultimately  matters  is  making  a 
difference  to  people’s  lives — 
something  she  has  been  looking 
to  do  since  her  days  as  a 
Barnard  undergraduate. 

“I’m  a child  of  the  ’60s,” 
Biberman  says.  “I  was  arrested 
in  Hamilton  Hall.  I went  to  law 
school  and  worked  for  Legal 
Services  on  the  Lower  East 
Side.  It  was  real  emergency- 
room  law.  I was  there  in  the 
midst  of  the  gentrification 
frenzy.  There  were  homeless 
families  who  were  put  into 
housing  to  displace  SRO 
residents.  It  was  a bizarre 
situation.” 

A child  of  the  ’60s  in  the  go- 
go  ’80s,  Biberman  found  herself 
wondering,  “What  if  a 
nonprofit  were  to  own  an 
intergenerational  place  that 
offered  services  and  housing  to 
the  elderly  and  families  in 
transition?”  In  1986,  she 
received  Columbia  University’s 
Revson  Fellowship,  an  award 
given  to  mid-career 
professionals  who  specialize  in 
urban  issues,  and  spent  a year 
trying  to  find  answers  to  that 
question.  From  1987  to  1990, 
she  served  as  founding  director 


of  West  End  Intergenerational 
Residence,  Inc.,  which 
purchased  a partially  vacant 
hotel  on  the  Upper  West  Side 
and  created  intergenerational 
programming  that  included 
foster  grandparenting,  a 
childcare  center,  and  a 
university-based  education 
program  for  homeless  mothers. 

Biberman,  who  lives  with 
her  family  in  Westchester  and 
has  three  children  (ages  25,  17, 
and  10),  is  again  looking  to  mix 
generations  and  socio- 
economic strata  in  her  latest 
project.  She  has  partnered  with 
a new  artists’  organization,  the 
House  of  Elder  Artists  (THEA), 
to  develop  a retirement 
residence  for  women  artists, 
writers,  and  cultural  activists. 
Plans  for  the  project,  which  is 
currently  looking  for  space,  call 
for  a 100-apartment  residence, 
replete  with  studio  spaces  and 
common  rooms  for 
performance.  It  is  envisioned  as 
“a  place  where,  rather  than 
‘retire,’  senior  artists  and  writers 
(and  those  who  wish  to  grow 
old  among  them)  will  strive  to 
keep  their  working  minds  alive 
inside  their  aging  bodies.”

Fast  forward  five  years: 
countless  hours  of  interviews 
and  archival  research,  three 
drafts,  and  three  editors  later. 
“We  can’t  publish  this  book 
with  enthusiasm,”  the  third 
editor  told  Brysac.  “We’re  not 
interested  in  publishing  a 
book  that’s  not  going  to  sell 
10,000  copies.”  The  subtext? 
Biographies  of  unknown 


women — as  Zelda  Fitzgerald 
and  Nora  Joyce  once  were — 
were  no  longer  in  fashion, 
Brysac  says.  The  book  was 
cancelled.  So  it’s  not  hard  to 
understand  why  “instant 
success”  doesn’t  dominate  her 
vocabulary. 

“For  most  of  us,  it’s  not 
really  like  that,”  she  says.  “I’ve 
started  over  so  many  times.” 

Started  over,  yes,  but — 
perhaps  like  the  dancer  she 
once  was — determined  to  keep 
her  balance.  Which  she  did. 
Two  years  and  another  rewrite 
later,  Resisting  Hitler:  Mildred 
Harnack  and  the  Red  Orchestra 
was  picked  up  by  Oxford 
University  Press.  Brysac  added 
new  information,  and  the  book 
was  published  in  October. 
During  much  of  that  time, 
Brysac  and  her  husband,  former 
New  York  Times  editorial  writer 
Karl  E.  Meyer,  were  writing 
Tournament  of  Shadows,  a 
history  of  the  British-Russian 
rivalry  over  central  Asia. 
Published  in  1999,  that  book 
was  picked  up  by  Counterpoint 
Press  after  it,  too,  had  been 
cancelled  by  its  first  publisher. 
In  September,  it  was  named  a 
finalist  for  the  Lionel  Gelber 
Prize  for  the  year’s  best  English- 
language  book  on  international 
relations. 

Brysac’s  balancing  talents 
date  at  least  to  her  Barnard 
days,  when  the  College 


administration  ordered  her  to 
choose  between  Juilliard,  where 
she  was  studying  dance,  and  her 
liberal-arts  education  at 
Barnard.  “I  was  always  engaged 
in  a mano  a mano  with  the 
administration  over  wanting  to 
do  something  they  were 
absolutely  not  going  to  let  me 
do,”  she  says. 

Still,  she  danced  with  the 


Jose  Limon,  Merce 
Cunningham,  and  Paul  Taylor 
companies  while  at  Barnard. 
Right  after  she  finished  her 
degree  in  art  history  and 
archaeology  (“I’d  come  to  class 
in  leotard  and  tights  with  a 
trench  coat  thrown  over”),  she 
went  to  Paris  with  the  Taylor 
company.  Later  she  danced 
with  Cunningham  and  Limon 
again,  as  well  as  with  the  New 
York  City  Opera.  Today, 
Barnard  offers  a major  in 
dance — and  Brysac  is  a 
contributing  editor  for 
Archaeology  Magazine  and  writes 
for  numerous  other 
publications. 

Brysac  ended  her  dance 
career  in  1964-  “I  had  a lot  of 
knee  injuries,”  she  says,  which 
stemmed  from  her  student  days 
of  “dancing  on  no  sleep.” 

Career  number  two  started  after 
an  employment  agency  helped 
her  land  a job  as  a picture 
researcher  at  the  publisher 
Harcourt  Brace.  Though  she 
advanced  to  head  the  audio- 
visual department  at  Random 
House,  Brysac  decided  the  field 
was  a dead  end.  “There  was  no 
way  I was  going  to  become 
managing  editor  or  editor-in- 
chief  or  publisher  from  being 
audio-visual  director,”  she 
recalls. 

Enter  career  number  three. 
She’d  gotten  a reputation  as  a 
crack  photo  researcher  for 


historical  projects,  which  led  to 
a job  as  a film  researcher  at 
CBS — just  in  time  for  the  U.S. 
bicentennial.  By  1978,  she  had 
risen  to  producer,  and 
eventually  won  several  Emmys 
and  other  awards.  “The  good 
thing  about  working  in  the 
network  in  those  days  was  that 
it  really  was  an  apprenticeship 
system,”  Brysac  says.  “If  you 


were  lucky  enough  to  work  with 
good  people,  it  was  like 
dancing — you  learned  by 
watching  other  people  do  it.” 

Still,  by  the  mid-1980s,  it 
looked  like  time  to  start  over 
again.  CBS  stopped  doing 
documentaries  after  General 
William  Westmoreland’s  libel 
suit  over  a network 
documentary  about  the 
Vietnam  war,  Brysac  says.  The 
celebrity-oriented  magazine 
shows  that  were  left  did  not 
interest  her.  She  later  signed  on 
as  program  manager  for  CUNY- 
TV  and  after  two  years  went 
freelance  as  a producer, 
director,  and  writer.  Then  came 
the  dinner  party  in  1988  when 
Brysac’s  husband  mentioned 
that  his  family  had  known  an 
American — Milwaukee-born 
Mildred  Harnack,  nee  Fish — 
who  was  beheaded  by  the  Nazis 
in  1943  for  her  resistance 
activities. 

With  Resisting  Hitler  now  in 
print  (and  having  drawn  crowds 
to  its  September  launch  in 
Wisconsin),  Brysac  can  tick  off 
the  many  challenges  she  faced, 
starting  with  learning  German 
from  ground  zero.  In  addition, 
Harnack  seemed  to  have  left 
few  letters.  Nor  did  she  leave 
any  diaries  that  would  have 
detailed  the  personal  angle  of 
her  work  with  the  resistance 
group  dubbed  the  “Red 
Orchestra,”  which  passed 


wartime  secrets  to  the  Soviet 
Union  and  sometimes  the 
United  States.  In  fact,  Brysac 
reflects,  the  fascination 
Harnack  developed  with 
communism  seemed  politically 
naive. 

But  gradually  a different 
picture  came  to  light.  As  Brysac 
applied  to  have  FBI,  CIA,  and 
other  U.S.  government 
documents  declassified,  as  she 
wove  her  way  through  more 
than  forty  archives  in  Germany 
and  the  United  States  (not  to 
mention  at  least  five  in 
Moscow),  and  as  she  scoured 
the  United  States  and  Europe 
interviewing  people  who  knew 
Harnack  and  her  husband,  she 
decided  that  Harnack  “was  no 
salon  Bolshevist — she  was  a 
really  committed  political 
person.”  What  Brysac  found 
was  a woman  in  love,  not  only 
with  her  husband  but  with  her 
adopted  country — so  much  so 
that  joining  the  resistance  was 
her  way  of  acting  on  it. 

Then  there  was  Martha 
Dodd  Stem,  daughter  of  the 
U.S.  ambassador  to  Germany 
from  1933  to  37  and  one  of 
Harnack’s  closest  friends.  A 
resident  of  Prague  after  she  and 
her  husband  fled  the  United 
States  on  espionage  charges  in 
the  late  1950s,  Stem  seemed 
too  frightened  to  talk.  But  after 
her  death  in  1990,  many  of  the 
FBI’s  copious  files  on  her  were 
opened,  and  her  personal  papers 
yielded  the  beginning  of  a 
memoir  about  Harnack. 
Another  great  find  was  a trunk 
full  of  Hamack’s  letters  to  her 
mother  during  the  years 
1929-33,  discovered  by  her 
nieces  during  spring  cleaning  in 
1992. 

Ultimately,  Brysac  says,  the 
mystery  of  the  book  came  down 
to  figuring  out  why  Hamack’s 
last  words,  as  she  was  led  to  the 
guillotine,  were,  “And  I have 
loved  Germany  so  much.” 
Brysac’s  eyes  tear  slightly. 

“Once  I solved  that,  I solved 
the  problem  of  the  book.”

Dear  Alumnae,  Parents,  and  Friends, 


The  fiscal  year  1999-2000  was  a landmark  year  for 
Barnard.  It  fulfilled— indeed,  surpassed-many  of  our 
boldest  expectations  for  the  College,  ushering  in  an 
era  of  growing  optimism  and  new  possibilities. 

The  year  brought  to  a conclusion  our  historic, 
decade-long  effort  to  tap  into  and  expand  the  finan- 
cial resources  available  to  the  College:  The  Barnard 
Campaign.  The  Campaign  raised  a total  of  $162.9  million,  almost 
$38  million  more  than  our  goal  of  $125  million,  and  far  exceeding 
the  original  Campaign  goal  of  $100  million.  A number  of  seven-fig- 
ure gifts  from  Barnard  trustees  this  year  helped  to  bring  about  this 
wonderful  finale.  Our  Board  members  rose  to  the  "Challenge  for 
2000,"  and  they  are  not  the  only  ones  who  did  so-23,354  alumnae, 
parents,  and  friends  participated  in  The  Campaign  overall,  with  the 
majority  of  donors  making  their  gifts  through  their  annual  giving. 

I am  enormously  pleased  to  report  that  Barnard  met  its  highest 
Annual  Fund  goal  ever  this  year-$4  million,  representing  a formida- 
ble 13°/o  increase  over  last  year's  Fund  total.  The  College  could  not 
have  passed  such  a milestone  without  the  enthusiastic  determination 
of  Barnard's  Reunion  classes.  Here,  the  Class  of  1950  led  the  charge. 

What  can  you  say  about  a class  that  demolishes  not  one,  nor  two,  but 
three  fundraising  records  in  a single  year?  Not  only  did  they  more  than 
double  the  record  for  a Reunion  class  gift,  they  raised  the  largest  sin- 
gle Annual  Fund  gift  in  the  history  of  the  College,  and  garnered  an 
impressive  83%  rate  of  participation.  These  Barnard  visionaries  may 
have  graduated  five  decades  ago,  but  they  clearly  have  not  forgotten 
the  value  of  the  education  they  received  while  they  were  here,  an  edu- 
cation that  grows  more  valuable-and  more  sought  after-each  year. 

Thanks  to  the  generosity  of  our  committed  supporters  in  1999-2000, 
we  will  soon  have  a new,  state-of-the-art  media  center  on  the  fourth 
floor  of  Wollman  Library;  the  Department  of  Art  History  has  its  first 
endowed  chair  and  an  endowed  lectureship  in  the  visual  arts;  and  33 
new  student  support  funds  are  opening  up  exciting  opportunities  to 
some  very  promising  young  women.  Your  Annual  Fund  support 
helped  us  to  improve  faculty  salaries  and  to  equip  many  of  our  class- 
rooms with  media  capabilities  ranging  from  laser  disc  and  DVD  to 
video  and  computer  projection. 


The  enduring  value  of  the  Barnard  experience  was  also 
recognized  this  year  by  several  distinguished  grant- 
making institutions.  In  May,  Barnard  was  the  recipient 
of  a new  $1.1  million  grant  from  the  Howard  Hughes 
Medical  Institute,  bringing  to  $3.1  million  the  total 
grant  support  our  science  programs  have  received 
from  the  Institute  since  1991. 

The  most  recent  grant  from  the  Institute  will  build 
upon  the  significant  accomplishments  of  the  Hughes 
Science  Pipeline  Project,  whose  guiding  principle  has  been  to  encour- 
age women,  including  underrepresented  minorities,  to  pursue  careers 
in  the  sciences.  The  program  now  supports  fourteen  students  across 
the  sciences  each  year  in  a one-year  research  internship.  The  culmina- 
tion of  this  yearlong  experience  is  the  Hughes  Student  Research 
Symposium,  at  which  the  interns  present  the  results  of  their  work  to 
the  entire  scientific  community  at  Barnard. 

Barnard  was  also  the  recipient  of  several  major  grants  from  the 
Andrew  W.  Mellon  Foundation  this  year.  A $1.5  million  challenge 
grant  will  endow  Barnard's  very  successful  Mellon  Post-Doctoral 
Fellowship  Program-if  we  can  raise  the  funds  to  match  it!  This  award 
follows  a $500,000  grant  awarded  to  us  by  the  Mellon  Foundation 
last  year  to  extend  the  program.  A $400,000  grant  will  continue  our 
Mellon  Minority  Undergraduate  Fellowship  Program,  and  a recent 
grant  of  $122,000  will  support  us  in  our  aim  to  strengthen  the  rela- 
tionship between  academic  and  residential  life  at  the  College. 

The  significant  strides  of  the  past  decade,  reinforced  by  the  accelerat- 
ed momentum  of  the  past  year,  will  allow  Barnard  to  embrace  with 
confidence  the  many  opportunities  that  lie  just  ahead.  To  that  end, 
the  College  has  embarked  upon  a comprehensive  process  of  self- 
review and  strategic  planning,  a process  that  began  over  a year  ago 
with  our  Middle  States  Self-Study  and  which  will  culminate  with  a 
new  strategic  plan  for  the  College.  I look  forward  to  reporting  to  you 
in  detail  the  results  of  this  multifaceted  effort. 

In  the  meantime,  please  accept  my  warmest  thanks  for  all  you  are 
doing  on  behalf  of  Barnard.

Celebrating  its  Link  with  the  Past,  the  Class  of  1950  Leads  the  Way  into  the  Future 

Devoted  Barnard  alumnae  Rose  SgammatoAnnis,  Jean  Scheller  Cain,  Beverly 
Beck  Fuchs,  Noreen  McDonough  Fuerstman,  Gail  Gould,  Zelma  McCormick 
Huntoon,  Marjorie  "Peggy"  Lange,  Irma  Socci  Moore,  Cecile  Singer,  Roselin 
Seider  Wagner,  and  Miriam  Scharfman  Zadek  have  raised  the  bar  for  annual 
giving  by  reunion  classes  at  Barnard  in  a very  big  way. 

As  members  of  the  Class  of  1950  Reunion  Fund  Committee,  they  made 
their  own  stretch  commitments,  and  then  begged,  cajoled,  nagged,  and 
encouraged  their  classmates  and  family  members  into  making  the  largest 
Annual  Fund  class  gift  in  Barnard's  history. 

The  story  of  the  Class  of  1 950  parallels  the  success  of  The  Barnard 
Campaign-which  concluded  on  the  same  day  as  this  year's  Annual  Fund 
drive,  June  30,  2000.  The  committee  began  with  an  Annual  Fund  goal  that 
seemed  ambitious  at  the  time:  $250,000,  far  above  what  any  other  Reunion 
class  had  ever  raised  at  the  College.  Once  they  began  spreading  the  word, 
the  demonstrations  of  support  for  Barnard  started  to  pour  in. 

By  mid-January  the  class  had  surpassed  their  original  goal,  and  by  June  30 
they  had  reached  the  unprecedented  figure  of  $412,261,  with  a record  83°/o  of 
the  class  participating.  There  was  another  milestone  along  the  way:  FHalfway 
through  their  drive,  they  received  the  largest  single  annual  gift  ever  - $77,000.

Gifts  of  Cash 

Cash  is  the  simplest  and  most  frequently  donated  asset.  A 
gift  of  cash  is  fully  deductible  on  your  income  tax  return  up 
to  a limit  of  50°/o  of  your  adjusted  gross  income. 

Gifts  of  Securities 

Gifts  of  appreciated  securities  that  have  been  held  for  more 
than  one  year  may  be  deducted  at  their  full  market  value  on 
the  date  of  transfer  to  the  College.  Your  income  tax  chari- 
table deduction  may  be  claimed  up  to  a limit  of  30°/o  of 
your  adjusted  gross  income.  You  will  not  be  subject  to  capi- 
tal gains  tax  on  the  appreciation  in  the  value  of  the  securi- 
ties, and  your  gift  to  Barnard  is  the  full  market  value  of  the 
donated  securities 

Matching  Gifts 

Your  gift  may  qualify  for  a corporate  matching  contribution. 
Many  companies  will  match  gifts  to  Barnard  from  employ- 
ees or  retired  employees  and  their  family  members.  Some 
will  match  life  income  gifts  as  well  as  outright  gifts. 

Gifts  of  Real  Estate  and  Other  Property 

You  may  donate  unencumbered  real  estate,  either  outright 
or  in  trust.  You  may  also  donate  a residence  and  retain  the 
right  to  live  in  the  property  during  your  lifetime.  Barnard  is 
also  happy  to  consider  gifts  of  other  capital  assets  or  tangi- 
ble personal  property  (such  as  art,  jewelry  and  furniture). 

LIFE  INCOME  GIFS 

Life  income  arrangements  pay  you  or  a designated  benefici- 
ary an  income  for  life  (or  for  a specific  number  of  years)  and 
then  distribute  their  assets  to  Barnard  for  unrestricted  use 
or  for  a purpose  designated  by  you.  Barnard  offers  a full 
range  of  life  income  gifts: 

Pooled  Income  Fund 

The  Barnard  College  Pooled  Income  Fund  operates  some- 
what like  a mutual  fund.  Your  gift  is  held  in  trust  and 
pooled  for  investment  with  other  gifts  to  the  Fund.  All  of 
the  Fund's  net  income  is  paid  quarterly  to  the  Fund's  income 
beneficiaries  in  proportion  to  the  size  of  their  participation 


in  the  Fund.  Barnard  requires  a minimum  of  $5,000  for  an 
initial  gift  to  the  Pooled  Income  Fund. 

Charitable  Remainder  Trusts 

Charitable  remainder  trusts  also  allow  you  to  make  a sub- 
stantial gift  to  Barnard  while  retaining  a lifetime  income. 
Unlike  the  Pooled  Income  Fund,  these  trusts  are  individually 
invested.  You  may  establish  a charitable  remainder  trust 
(which  Barnard  will  trustee  and  administer  at  no  cost  to 
you)  with  a minimum  gift  of  $50,000. 

Charitable  Gift  Annuities 

A gift  annuity  is  a simple  contract  between  you  and  Barnard 
whereby,  in  exchange  for  a gift  of  $10,000  or  more,  Barnard 
pledges  to  pay  you  or  a designated  beneficiary  a fixed  sum 
for  life. 


OTHER  PLANNED  GIFS 

Charitable  Lead  Trusts,  Retirement  Plans,  and  Life  Insurance 
policies  are  other  recommended  ways  of  making  a deferred 
gift  to  Barnard. 

Bequests 

We  encourage  you  to  remember  Barnard  in  your  will.  You

Obsessed  by  Dress  was  the  book  that  Tobi  Tobias  was  born  to  write. 

"I  believe  that  projects  reveal  themselves  to  you,"  says  Tobias,  in  describing  how  she  came 
to  develop  her  latest  book,  a volume  of  quotations  from  authors,  poets,  playwrights,  politicians 
— even  Biblical  prophets — offering  sometimes  pithy,  and  sometimes  lengthy,  musings  on  topics 
ranging  from  lingerie,  shoes,  and  accessories  to  dress  as  self-expression,  the  tyranny  of  fashion, 
and  feminism. 

"I  can  still  remember  clothes  that  I wore  in  high  school,”  says  Tobias.  “The  idea  for  doing  this 
book  came  to  me  five  years  ago,  when  I realized  how  many  of  the  quotations  I had  been 
assembling  had  to  do  with  clothing.  I have  always  been  intensely  interested  in  clothes.” 

But  clothes  are  far  from  her  only  interest.  Tobias,  who  was  an  English  and  writing  major 
at  Barnard — and  editor-in-chief  of  the  campus  literary  magazine — is  perhaps  best  known  as  the 
dance  critic  for  New  York  magazine.  She  is  also  the  author  of  two  dozen  children’s  books — the 
most  recent  of  which  is  Serendipity  (Simon  & Schuster,  2000) — a translator  from  French  and 
Danish,  and  a dance  teacher,  among  other  things. 

It’s  no  wonder  that  this  former  dancer,  who  studied  choreography  at  Barnard  and  returned 
to  the  College  to  teach  dance  criticism,  is  concerned  with  the  visual.  “I’m  a person  who  looks,” 
she  says.  “My  eyes  are  hungry.  Since  high  school,  I’ve  been  interested  in  looking.  My  mother’s 
gifts  were  very  like  mine,  in  words  and  imagery.” 

In  some  sense,  Tobias  has  been  working,  in  one  form  or  another,  on  Obsessed  by  Dress  all 
her  life.  Even  its  organization,  which  resembles  nothing  so  much  as  a textual  collage,  reflects  her 
long-standing  interest  in  collage. 

“For  every  quotation  in  the  book,  there  are  dozens  in  the  slush  pile,”  observes  Tobias,  who 
earned  a master’s  degree  in  English  from  New  York  University  as  a Woodrow  Wilson  Fellow. 
“Oscar  Wilde  and  Virginia  Woolf  are  always  talking  about  clothing.  I began  to  see,  as  the 
research  was  advancing,  how  the  quotes  were  falling  into  certain  categories.  It  was  a totally 
instinctive  process,  sort  of  like  dancing.” 

Tobias,  who  has  clothed  herself,  her  now-grown  daughter,  Anne,  and  her  two 
granddaughters,  Lili  and  Sara,  in  second-hand,  thrift-shop,  and  vintage  clothes,  admits,  “I  love  the 
fun  of  the  hunt  and  the  creative  aspects  of  putting  things  together.  I like  old  stuff,  with  the  built-in 
nostalgia  factor.  If  you  go  to  a real  store,  only  new  clothes  are  available.”

I am  delighted  to  be  our  new  class  correspondent 
and  look  forward  to  helping  us  keep  in  touch  over 
the  next  five  years.  Thanks  to  all  who  shared  your 
news  with  me  recently  and  please  understand  the 
delay  in  reporting  it.  I have  devoted  most  of  our 
space  in  this  issue  to  a classmate  who  needs  our  full 
attention,  support  and  prayers  in  the  wake  of  tragedy. 

It  is  with  deep  sadness  I relay  these  excerpts  from 
a letter  from  uzma  sarfraz-KHAn:  “It  has 


taken  me  a long  time  to  do  this,  and  even  now  it’s  dif- 
ficult. I have  been  living  in  Islamabad,  Pakistan,  for  the 
past  seven  years,  with  my  husband,  Fazal.  He  was  a 
politician  and  feudal  lord  by  birth,  and  also  a doctor 
raised  and  educated  in  the  US.  On  the  24th  of  Sep- 
tember, 1999,  he  was  killed  while  trying  to  protect  a 
15  year-old  girl  from  an  honor  killing.  The  girl  was 
being  forced  into  an  arranged  marriage  and  ran  away 
from  home.  We  found  her  hiding  in  our  home,  and 
her  father  and  brothers  wanted  to  kill  her  to  redeem 
the  family’s  ‘honor.’  One  of  the  brothers  attacked  the 
girl  on  our  doorstep  with  an  ax  and  the  ax  hit  my 
husband  in  the  main  artery  in  his  neck.  Half  an  hour 
later  he  died.  He  was  36  years  old.  He  is  survived  by 
our  daughter  Natalya  4 and  our  son  Kyle  Ali  Khan  2, 
who  was  made  the  next  tribal  chief  at  Fazal’s  funeral. 
A Human  Rights  Institute  has  been  created  in  Fazal’s 
name,  and  the  government  has  launched  a human 
rights  awareness  campaign  for  the  first  time  in  the 
history  of  our  country. 

“Fazal  met  many  classmates  in  NY  and  Los  Angeles 
and  became  friends  with  the  husbands  of  many 
Barnard  friends  during  our  honeymoon  and  summer 
trips  to  the  US.  I needed  to  send  you  this  report  so  I 
don’t  have  to  keep  repeating  the  story  when  I return 
and  see  those  who  knew  him.  It  still  hurts  to  talk 
about  it,  and  I hate  reliving  it  every  time.  I didn’t 
come  to  our  Reunion  because  I didn’t  relish  answer- 
ing the  questions  over  and  over  again. 

“I  don’t  know  much  about  this,  but  do  we  have 
support  groups  for  something  like  this?  I’m  not  even 
sure  what  I’m  looking  for.. .maybe  just  peace  of  mind. 
It's  been  a tough  year.”

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IN  MEMORIAM 


NINA  RAYEVSKY  LIEF,  M.D.,  ’27 

Dr.  Nina  Lief,  a pioneer  in  teaching  parents 
and  professionals  about  the  role  of  parent- 
child  interactions  in  the  emotional  and  social 
development  of  young  children,  has  died  at 
the  age  of  93.  Her  innovative  approach  to  par- 
enting education  is  documented  in  a popular 
three-volume  series  of  books  on  the  first 
three  years  in  a child’s  life.  She  founded  the 
Early  Childhood  Development  Center  at  New 
York  Medical  College,  where  parents  from  a 
broad  social  spectrum  could  discuss  the 
progress  of  their  children  and  seek  guidance 
on  what  to  expect  at  each  stage  of  develop- 
ment from  three  weeks  to  three  years.  Her 
program  and  its  imitators  have  had  strong 
impact  in  the  field  of  child  development. 

Nina  Lief’s  career  in  medicine  spanned 
seven  decades.  She  will  be  missed  by  family, 
friends,  professional  associates,  and  thousands 
of  parents  and  children  who  benefited  from 
her  vision  and  caring.  Survivors  include  her 
daughter,  Carlotta  Lief  Schuster,  M.  D.,  ’57. 

BARRY  ULANOV 

PROFESSOR  EMERITUS  OF  ENGLISH 

From  1953  to  1988,  Barry  Ulanov  was  a 
member  of  the  Barnard  English  department, 
but  he  was  much  more  than  a professor  of 
English.  His  interests  included  jazz,  theater, 
Christian  humanism,  American  art,  and  many 
other  aspects  of  contemporary  culture,  and 
he  was  known  for  uniting  disciplines  in  his 
classes.  The  author,  editor,  or  translator  of 
close  to  fifty  books  and  more  than  1,000  mag- 
azine articles  on  an  extraordinarily  wide  range 
of  topics,  he  wrote  some  of  America’s  first 
serious  books  on  jazz.  He  also  served  as  pres- 
ident of  the  Catholic  Renascence  Society,  cre- 
ated the  St.  Thomas  More  Society,  and  was  a 
member  of  the  Vatican  II  Council.  At  Barnard 
he  was  a moving  force  behind  the  Program  in 
the  Arts,  and  served  as  chairman  of  the  Eng- 
lish, Arts,  and  Religion  departments,  as  well  as 
director  of  Foreign  Areas  Studies.  At  the  time 
of  his  retirement,  he  held  the  Millicent  C. 
McIntosh  professorship. 

In  recent  years,  he  concentrated  on  a com- 
bined exploration  of  psychology  and  religion; 
in  addition  to  a course  at  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  it  was  the  subject  of  several  books 
written  with  his  wife  Ann,  who  survives  him. 
He  is  also  survived  by  his  four  children  and 
remembered  with  fondness  and  gratitude  by 
generations  of  Barnard  alumnae.

WHEN  SHOPPING  HEALS 

By  April  Lane  Benson  ’73 


WHEN  MY  PHONE  RANG  and  the  manager  of  Charivari  let  me 
know  that  an  expensive  blouse  I wanted  had  been  marked 
down — “I’ve  put  it  away  for  you;  it’s  in  the  closet” — I felt  stroked 
rather  than  sold  to,  taken  care  of  rather  than  taken.  For  twenty 
years  I’d  bought  most  of  my  clothes  at  the  upscale,  avant-garde 
Upper  West  Side  store.  The  sustained  and  sustaining  relation- 
ship I had  with  Charivari  helped  heal  childhood  wounds. 

There  was  always  a good  deal  of  conflict  between  my  mother 
and  me.  While  she  encouraged  me  to  have  more  than  she  had,  she 
envied  me  for  it  at  the  same  time.  This  dynamic  was  never  more 
apparent  than  when  we  went  shopping,  the  climate  between  us 
growing  icy  as  one  garment  after  another  was  rejected.  Price  was 
the  arena  in  which  our  more  complicated  battles  were  waged.  I re- 
member a particularly  painful  skirmish  when  1 was  fourteen  over  a 
$25  black  velvet  dance  dress  from  Bonwit  Teller.  My  mother  want- 
ed me  to  buy  from  the  sale  rack,  but  I insisted  on  this  particular 
dress,  offering  to  pay  for  part  of  it  myself.  My  mother  turned  angry 
and  cold,  referring  to  me  as  her  “fancy  daughter.”  I felt  demanding, 
spoiled,  and  ashamed. 

This,  it  turns  out,  was  just  how  my  mother  herself  had  felt  as  a 
child.  Growing  up  during  the  Depression,  one  of  six  children,  she 
rarely  had  money  for  the  clothes  she  coveted,  those  worn  by  her 
girlfriends  whose  fathers  were  businessmen  in  the  more  affluent 
neighborhoods  of  Newark.  What  she  did  have  was  a mother  who 
had  worked  as  a seamstress  as  a child  in  Russia  and  could  spin 
straw  into  gold  when  it  came  to  a needle  and  thread.  My  grand- 
mother would  devotedly  copy  a store-bought  dress  (to  be  quickly 
returned  after  she’d  studied  it),  even  adding  extra  detail — an 
aubergine  ribbon,  perhaps,  or  a lace  border.  Years  after  my  grand- 
mother died,  my  mother  told  me  how  guilty  she  felt  for  having 
been  so  demanding,  so  selfish. 

If  my  mother  was  the  yin  of  shopping,  the  yang  lived  next  door. 
Her  name  was  Sherry,  and  she  became  my  shopping  mentor.  What 
1 especially  liked,  and  emulated  as  I grew  up,  was  her  relationship 
with  one  particular  store — Hirschleifers,  in  her  case.  She  bought 
quite  a lot,  and,  in  return  for  her  loyal  patronage,  she  got  VIP 
treatment.  If  a garment  wasn’t  available  in  the  color  or  fabric  she 
wanted,  “Hershey’s”  would  gladly  custom-make  it.  She  spoke  of 
visiting  the  store  as  if  it  were  a friend’s  house:  Mrs.  H.  brought  in 
the  most  marvelous  rugelach  today  and  gave  me  all  these  to  take  home. 
When  she  shopped,  there  seemed  to  be  no  guilt,  and  I never  heard 
a word  about  price. 

When  I was  twelve  or  thirteen,  I got  a small  clothing  al- 


lowance, which  I supplemented  with  baby-sitting  and  summer-job 
money.  I began  shopping  for  clothes  on  my  own;  the  freedom  was 
intoxicating.  By  high  school,  I was  going  to  sample  sales,  often 
buying  far  too  much  just  because  the  prices  were  low.  I also  went 
through  a period  of  frenzied  buying  and  returning — a telltale  sign 
of  an  identity  still  in  flux. 

I first  happened  into  Charivari  in  1973,  when  I was  newly  mar- 
ried and  living  in  the  neighborhood.  At  first,  the  clothes  seemed 
too  expensive,  too  dressy,  too  old  for  me.  But  I kept  going  back, 
searching  for  something.  Little  by  little,  I began  to  find  it.  I bought 
one  item,  then  another,  then  a few  at  once.  With  the  Charivari 
stamp  of  approval,  1 began  to  feel  stylish;  I lost  ten  pounds,  becom- 
ing thinner  than  I’d  ever  been.  I meditated  on  the  large  three-way 
mirror  in  the  communal  dressing  room  and  found  that  left,  right 
and  center,  three  perspectives  concurred:  it  was  all  right  to  buy 
beautiful,  even  expensive  clothes. 

Then  I became  a mother,  and  things  started  to  change.  My 
clothes  now  had  to  go  from  office  to  playground,  and  Charivari’s 
stock  no  longer  fit  the  bill.  I was  working  less,  so  I felt  less  comfort- 
able about  spending.  The  recession  hit,  people  lost  their  jobs.  Even 
Charivari  scaled  back,  moving  to  smaller,  less  expensive  quarters 
down  the  block.  In  my  relaxed  clothes,  I would  stop  in  with  the 
baby  (like  you’d  stop  in  on  a friend  or  an  old  workplace) — to  chat, 
and  to  look,  but  no  longer  to  buy  much. 

1 started  going  to  sample  sales  again,  now  confident  of  my  own 
taste,  not  nearly  as  prone  to  bingeing  on  bargains.  Charivari’s  tute- 
lage had  stood  me  in  good  stead.  I chose  outfits  that  were  timeless, 
classic — the  rainbow-striped,  raised-weave  cotton  and  viscose  skirt, 
for  example,  with  its  cardigan  sweater  and  ribbed-trim  shell — 
which  could  accompany  me  into  middle  age  and  beyond. 

Like  good  parents,  the  staff  at  Charivari  let  me  go,  then  let  me 
return  on  my  own  terms.  The  veteran  seamstress  made  sure  that  all 
my  clothes — whether  Charivari’s  or  not — were  well  tailored. 
When  she  retired  to  Florida,  she  gave  me  carte  blanche  to  the  vast 
collection  of  buttons  she’d  kept  over  the  years.  They  still  complete 
my  collection  of  button  bracelets. 

When  in  the  early  ’90s,  after  twenty-four  years  on  the  block,  my 
Charivari  closed  its  doors,  1 felt  sad  but  well-prepared,  wistful  but 
ready  to  part.  Shopping  had  done  its  healing.
